Thereafter I became editor of a nowspapor in Berlin in the 
period 1920-1925. after that I held a position with 

the German Peace Society until 1928, odited a paper in Dessau 
during the period 1928-1955, and was elected to the Reich- 
stag in 1930.

My conflicts with tho Nazis by virtue o? my 
identification with the peace movement, and as a duly oloctod 
mombor of the Reichstag representing a political faith 
(Social Democratic Party) hostile to National Socialism, 
clearly demonstrated that, even in the period prior to 1955, 
the Nazis considered crimes and terrorism a necessary and 
desirable weapon in overcoming democratic Opposition. The 
knowledge acquired as a result of these personal exreriences 
during the period cventuabing in succossful eulmimat ion of 
the Nazis! offorts to seize power led mo to a roaiization of 
some of tho fundamental purposes and objectives wrieh shat 
group sought to accomplish by the systematic edo iiion of 
these tactics. Tho lapse of time attested the valigity of 
that roalization, While rarely openly articulated during 
the period embraced by my personnal knowledge, thse overt actions 
and studicd practices of the Nazis could be directed to only 
one goal; namely, tho perfection of rigid control over Ger- 
many as a preliminary stop to dominance in Europe, and, 
possibly, ovontunl world hogomony. At that time tho basic 
pattern was in procoss of formulation. Tho following aspects 
of that pattern wore evidenced by tho actions of tho Nazis 
which camo within tho scopo of my porsonal oxporionco: 


(a) Destruction of political rosistanco to tho Nazi 
ideology by torrorizing, confining, and dostroying domocratic 
opposition elements. 


(b) Division of Gormen citizonry on a racial basis 
and discrimination against thoso who woro adjudged not to bo 
of Gorman blood. 


(c) Unlawful appropriation, spoliation, and forced 
sale of property for the personal enrichmont of Nazis and for 
the purpose of establishing, solidifying, and maintaining 
internal control in Nazi hands, 
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(d) Destruction of racial minorities and pols tical 
opponents through systematic underfooding, deprivation of 
a livelihood, clothing, shelter, food and medical Cain3 
doportation of forced labor; work under inhumane conditions. 


While the attainment of powor was a necessary condition to 
tho full flowering of the Nazi criminal and torroristic metho- 
dology, the outcroppings of such a policy woro visiblo in tho 
years preceding 1953, Spscific overt acts, within tho scopo 
of my personal know! waich evidense tho Nazis! belicf at 
that time that tho

Se In 1925 my interest in the Gorman peace movement 
induced me to accept tho position of Secretary General of the 
Doutscho Fricdenagcscllschaft which was tho leading organiza- 
tion within Cormany advocating compliance with tho terms of 
the Tronty of Versailles on tho part of Germany. At that time 
the important policy issue before the German public was whother 
Germany should eonsciontiously fulfill its obligations under 
the Tronty of Vorenillss with a view to obtaining its gradual 
revision in ^ peaceful mannor or whether there should bo a 


conesrted, albeit clandestine, effort to sabotage the Treaty. 
The Peace Sneisty with which I became affiliated advocated 
adherence on tho vert of Corneny to tho Treaty of Versailles 
and ^ policy of roconciliation with former allios. Espousal 
of these principles onrbled this organization to make a sub=- 
stantial contribution to ths causo of peace. Its prosidont, 
Dr, Ludwig Quidde, tne Fistorian of Munich University, was 
awardod the Nobel peace Prizein 1925.In its opposition to 
clandestine militarism the tonots of this organization were 
diamstrically opposed to the principles and practices of tho 
National Socialist Party. The latter party and sympathotic 
militaristic interests ovolvod the thoory of tho "unroality 
of defeat" and that “our armios were not bonten" as a basis 
for the doctrine that since tho conclusion of the war a shame 
and disgrace had befallen Germany which could only bo rocti- 
fied by a groat sacrifico, ovontually, a war. Thus, the 
ideological predicate was laid for a vchement militarism on 
the part of these groups, 


4, The antagonism of the followers of Fitler to my 
organization was dramatically demonstrated on numerous 
occasions whon mostings of the Poace Socioty woro broken up 
and torrorizod by shock-troops and SA units. 4 numbor of 
oxamplos aro givon bolow: 


(2) Ono such occasion relatos to a moeting in Esson 
in May 1925, at that time Franco had occupied the Ruhr Basin 
as a rosult of Gormany's defsult on hor Troaty obligations. 
While tho Gorman goverment had instructed tho population of 
thet torritory to refrain from any acts of violence, tho Nazi 
Party org^nizod groups of saboteurs to create unrest and stim- 
lato violonco. Tho best known leader of tho sabotours was a 
soldisr of fortune by tho namo of Loo Schlageter who subso- 
quently was sontoneod to death by a Fronch military court and 
exocutod, In its program of supporting the government the 
Corman Peace Socioty arranged for a number of mootings in that 
territory to impress upon the population the necessity for an 
attitude of understandings. I was scheduled as the principal 
Spoakor at ono of these mootings which was held in Essen during 
the month of May, 1923, attonded by an audience of sovoral 
thousnnds of persons. Before tho mooting got underway an 
organized Nazi group strong-amed their way to tho platform 
with the announced purpose of attacking mo, but were provontod 
from reaching tho stage by local polico. However, they 
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assaulted a number of participants of that meeting and 
succoodod in creating such a disturbance that the me ‘ing had 
to be adjourned, 


(b) <Another such occurrence took place in tho spring 
of 1925, 2t Siogen, Westphalia, whore a meeting was scheduled 
to take placo at the municipal auditorium. Shortly boforo 
tho mooting a largo group of the Sa gained entrance to tho 
building and »ceuniod the front part of the auditorium. 

Tho prosiding officer of ths moeting was to be tho chairman 
of the local "branch of the German Poac 3 Socioty who was a war 
votoran having lost both of his logs. "UEiio I was accompany- 
ing him slowly from tho reiiroad depot toward tho municipal 
auditorium wo were ovsrtaken by storm trcopers who were 
‘discussing thoir plans to prevent tiiis meeting from being 
carricd ut, We also heard that both the chairman of the 
mooting and I, as the spoakar, were to be beaten up and forced 
out of town. Novortholoss, wo procoodod to tho auditorium 
and I began my address which was constantly intorruptod by 
cat calls and insulting remarks. Finally the Nazis arose as 
a group and tricd to storm the stage. Howovor, thoy wero 
| n doing so by Prussian State Police who had 
anperr od 4n sufi ont numbors t> thwart tho attempt. This 
rowdyism nocossitotod promaturo adjourment of tho mecting by 
tho Chicf . Pr ; The chairman of tho mooting was oscort-

(c) ono occasion during tho period of my associ- 


ation with the Gorman Poses Socioty I wroto and causod to bo 


publishod a pamphlo ‘t or monograph on the subjoct of tho "Black 
Roichswohr." This was a comncntary on tho aig is Ben 
by tho Reläheichr in sovking to ovade the terms 

of Vorsaillos. Shortly aftor this document was 

the Nazi pross, including Eitlor's own nowsnaper, 

cher Boobachtor," demanded my indictment fov tre an 

to the publication of this pamph > t tho Pact of tho Locarno 

had boon siznod and tho allied forcos withdrow thoir Amy of 
Occupation, thus leaving to Gormany tho fulfiilmens of the 

Vorsaillos Troaty without formal Allioa supervision, 

The violent criticism to which this document was subjected 
evidenced the open hostility of the Nazis to any program 
contemplating tho revision of the Treaty of Vorsnilles by 
peaceful or legal motnods. 


(d) The foregoing represent examples of the tactics 
and attitude of tho Nazis with roforence to tho German Peace 
Socicty. It, of course, exemplifiod their attitude toward 
any person or organization which stood for adhorence to tho 
Treaty of Vorsnillos and the restraint of German militarism. 
It is not nocossary for me to relate furthor specific oxam- 
plos of the torroristic methods to which I was exposed during 
tho noriod of my connection with this Society. The foro- 
going instancss were roponted many times. These ovonts 
mado it apparont that tho Ponco Socioty would thoroaftor be 
inoffoctivo in combatting tho militaristic trond which had 
tho silont rie id of tho Roichswohr and the open espousal of 
tho Nazis as woll as tho Consorvntivo-Nationalist Party lod 
by Dr. Macot Ge Thoroforo, I loft my position with tho 
German Peaco Socioty and roturnod to my journalistic pro- 
fossion. I bocamo tho oditor of a daily social domocratic 
nowspapor, tho 'Volksblatt", published in Dossau, Anhalt. 


5. Tho formor Dukodom of inhalt was part of tho Roich- 
stag Constitucncy No. 10, Magdeburg-Anhalt, I was selected 
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by tho Social Demoeratic Party of tho Constituency ns one 
of its candidates for momborship in tho Reichstag, ari ran 
for oloction which took place on the 14th of Soptemb..- 1950. 
I was oloctod at that tino. This was tho first oloction in 
which tho Nazis mräo substantial gains, having inoroased their 
numbopr of ropreeents.tives in the Reichstag from 15 to 107. 
During tho canpsijsn Nazi torrorism wis prevalent in those 
Constituoncios in which they wers desirous of making a show- 
ing or whores thoy thouzrt they haa a chance of “winning. In 
eg Mer iaa m TAREEUT was ono of my competitors; also General 
housn ; a candidate of tho Nazi Party, 
nort of the Nazis by virtuo of his militar- 
lo^üors rocoivoà sufficient votos for 
eloeti»n under the systom of proportional representation. 
Hirmlor's candidacy made sho osult of the clection in this 
district a quostion of party prostige One of tho means 
omployod by the Nazis to insure a pa rticulns ır succoss in 
that district wis to bring in prominent outside spoakers of 
thoir Party tcegotheor with an imposing dctachmont of storm 
troopors. Thoy not oniy folicwod this stratcgy in meotings 
arrancod for thoir own spoakors where storm troopers provont- 
od anyone enmucet>d with tho opposition from taking tho floor, 
but they also sent spoakors into moetings of otker political 
partios acc nipaniod ja Land storm troopers, often physically 
taking over the neeti One particular meeting which the 
Nazis tried to ko 9 physically was held during that 
campaign in the 5 sf Raguhn in inhalt. The meeting was 
called ‘by the $ moerntic Party and I was the principal 
spoakar, The N ucht with them, as speaker, tho load-

Te As in the case of torroristic tactics manifested in 
connection with mootinga of the Peace Society, tho foregoing 
incidents are renrosentıtive of the systematic practices of 
tho Nazis with raforoneo to their political opponents. Those 
violent tactics, repeated many times, are thus demonstrated 
to have oo mnstitutod an integral aspect of their political 

rood. Always tho first ondoavor of this method was to 
transnute political dianto into physical combat, and thus 
to roly on superior fighting tochnique and brutality as a 
mothod of achicving success in the public forum. 


8. Even in the actual deliberations of the Reichstag 
the Nazis resorted to the papi ruthless procedures, Here 
again thoy sought to dostr»; y parlismontary government and 
attain thoir onds by a HP yy of aggression and tho use of 
oppressive mothods. Illustrativo of thoir actions within tho 
halls of tho Reichstag are tho following: 


(a) On the 14th of Septomber 1930, 107 Nazi mombors 
of the Reichstag were elected out of a total mombership of 
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524, This group of 107 Nazi members conducted thom:>1vos 
like a storm troop unit, Whenever representatives : tho 
government or the democratic parties spoke tho Nazi ..:mbers 
marched sut in a body in studied contempt of the speaker, 

or ontorod in a body to interrupt the speaker, thus making 

it physically impossible for the Roichstag President to main- 
tain order, 


(b) According to the rulos of the Reichstag a limit- 
peaking, time was accorded to each sneaker depending 
place in tho debato. The speaker of tho house was 
cod with maintaining that schoäule, It was one of the 
ito tactics of tho Nazis to disrupt the schedule by a 
y domonstration whenever one of their own speakers ran 
timc dad was cut off by the Reichstag President. on 
ions, tho Nazis cronted such a bedlam that tho 
not make himself heard. Similarly, in the 
I if opposition partios, the Nazi members 
ly intcrrupbtod, often resorting to lengthy and 
r parliamentary mancuvers, with the result that tho 
schedule :f the session was thrown out of gear. 

(c) The tactics of disturbance of parliamentary 
proceedings omployod by tho Nazis finally culminated in 
physical attacks upon mombers of the house as well as visitors. 
it ono tino in 1952 a visitor, Holmuth Klotz, who came to call 
on a domocratic momber of tho house was physically attacked 
by the Nazis. Klotz hac been a well-known submarine com- 
mander in tho German Navy in World War I and, as an ardent 
supporter of the republic, had publicly opposed a policy of 
Socrotly rearmins Germany thus incurring tho wrath of tho 
Nazi Party. Ee was attacked ina corridor of the Reichstag 
Building by Hoinos and other Nazi mombors of tho house, and, 
when domocratic members of the house came to his rescue, 

he Nazis called more of their members to press tho assault 
until tho Reichstag President found it necessary to call the 
police to restore order. 


The Nazi mombors who wore the greatest offond- 
ers in disrupting tho nrocoodings and in employing oppros- 
sivo tactics wors Joseph Goobbels, Robert Ley, Alfred 
Rosenberg, Erich Koch, Edmund Heines, Hans Frank, Fritz 
Terboven and others whoso namos I do not recall. 


(c) That the Nazis hac already conceived the device 
of the concontration camp as a moans of suppressing and 
rogimenting opposition clements was forcefully brought to 
my attention during tho courso of a conversation which I had 
with Dr, Wilholm Frick in Decomber 19532, Frick at that 
time was Chairman of tho Foreign Affairs Committoo of tho 
Reichstag of which I was a mombor, When I gave an omphatic 
answor to Frick concerning the particular mattor discussod, 
ho ropliod, "Don't worry, when wo are in powcr we shall put 
all of you guys into concentration camps," When the Nazis 
camo into powor Frick was appointed Reichsministor of Interior 
and promptly carried out his threat in collaboration with 
Gocring, as Chiof of the Prussian Stats Police, and Himmler. 


(f) Early in July 1952 the Reichstag was dissolved 
and elections scheduled for tho S1st of July. Again the 
Nazis manifestcd their contempt for democratic processes 
by tho increased uso of force during tho course of the cam- 
paicn. Interruption of meetings, heckling and beating of 
democratic spoakors, and ceneral terroristio practicos were 
rosorted to in full mensure during that campaign. I was 
again re-clected to the Reichstag at tho conclusion of tho 
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campaign. It was far more difficult at that timo to 

obtain adequate protection from the Prussian State r lico for 
the reason that tho Papen--Putssh of 20 July 1932 resulted in 
the doclaration of martin] law in Prussia. The Reichwehr, 
undor tho commend of Gonoral Gord von Rundstodt, did little 
to maintain ordor at political moetings.

9 During my imprisonment I made every attempt within 
my powor to bring about my roloaso or. at least, to have 
charces filed in the dsspearate hope that they might be the 
subiset of a judicial hearing. among othor things, I wrote 
a letter to the President of the Gorman Supreme Court, Dr. 
Erwin Rumke, pointing out thot my arrest constituted an 

'ringomont cf my parliamontary immunity, 2s a member of the 
c Foreign iffairs Committee, which contimed in 
auiii the Now Reichstag convened, Also, in oral and 
tnaapatieations to various officials, I insisted on the 
1 sy affoeiod to citizens of Germany under tho Weimar 
Constitution. fy lawyer domanded that charges against me 
5o filod or otherwise mado known to mo. These efforts woro 
wholly inofroctive, Charges wore never filed nor did I ro- 
coivo a singlo coheront statomont fron any Nazi or polico 
„fiicial, hich or low, which informed mo of the logal or, 
indood, tho political basis for my incarceration. Evicently, 
my only sin was my refusal to subscribo to tho principles and 
mothods of tho Nazi Party. That refusal was reflected in my 
public and parliamentary statemonts and in my writings. Such 
dis^:roomont was consistently peaceful and never implemented 
by physical aggression or by my association with any group which 
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sponsored the use of physical force, However, under tho 
regimo which came into powcr on 60 Jaruary 1955, mer: dis- 
agreement involved, inexorably, jeopardy of the her: ‘iets

The Political Situation. 


The Reichs Chancellor opens the session and explains 
that millions of people within Germany would joyfully greet 
this day on which a Reich Cabinet under his leadership hac 
been appointea by the heich President. He asked the members 
of the Cabinet to give him their confiaence as he himself 
had confidence in each member of the Cabinet. 


Then the Chancellor stated that he intended to suggest 
to the Keich President the appointment of the Counsellor in 
the Ministry, Dr. Lammers, to the post of Stctc Secretary in 
the Reich Chencellor in place of the retirea State Secretary 
Planck, and the appointment of the member of the Reichstag, 
Walter Funk, to the post of Director in the Ministry and Di- 
rector of the Press Office in place of the retired Director 
in the Ministry, Marcks. 


The Reich Cabinet took note of this. There were no ob- 
jections against his proposal. 


The Reich Chencellor then opened a discussion about the 
political situ:tion. 


eich Minister Goering stated that he haa contacted the 
Center Party. The Center Party felt offenaed because they 
hea not been informed about the development of the situa- 
tion. As he had been informed Keich Chancellor von Papen had 
not contactea the representatives of the Center Party. He, 
Reich Minister Goering, was under the impression thet the 
Center Purty expected certain concessions from the present 
Reich Cubinet. 


The Reich Minister for Economy and Reich Minister for 
Food and Agriculture stated that it would be wise to avoid 
any brusque actions toward the Center Party. However, the 
representation of the Center Party in the Reich Cabinet was 
to be avoided since, in his opinion, it would endanger the 
unity of decisions of that body. 


The Keich Chancellor pointed out that adjournment of the 
Reichstag would be impossible without the collaboration of 
the Center Party. On might, however, consider suppressing 
the Communist Party to eliminate its votes in the Reichstag 
and by this measure achieve a majority in the Reichstag. Ba- 
sed on his experiences, however, such suppressions of parties 
were of no avail. He was afraia that heavy political fights 
and possibly a general strike might be the result of this 
contemplatea suppression of the Communist Party of Germany. 
Surely the economy of the couut needed settlea conditions. If, 
however, one aiscussea the question of the greater danger 
for the national economy, the uncertainty ana unrest connec- 
ted with new elections or a general strike, then one had to 
arrive at the conclusion that a general strike would be far 
more aungerous for the national economy.

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It appeared flatly impossible to suppress the 6,000,000 
people who stooa behind the Communist Party of Germany. It 
might be possible, however, to achieve a majority for the 
new heich Cabinet after aissolving the Reichstag and the 
new elections which had to fall soon. The best thing, how- 
ever, would be if the Reichstag should adjourn itself 
volunterily. 


The Reich Minister for Economy and the Reich Minister 
Food ana agriculture explained that he certainly has not 
longing for a general strike. In his opinion, howeyer, it 
was impossible to avoid the suppression of the Communist 
Party of Germany. If that were not done one could not achieve 
a majority in the Reichstag, certainly not a majority of two- 
thiras . 


After the suppression of the KPD the passage of an 
enabling law (Ermaechtigungsgesetz) through the Reichstag 
would be possible. He doubted that there would be a gene- 
ral strike after the suppression of the KPD. He preferred 
the suppression of the KPD to new elections.

Similar consent must be obtained for every other curtailment of personal 
freedom which hinders a delegate in the execution of his functions as repro- 
sentative, 


Any criminal proceeding against a member of the Reichstag or a Land's 
Diet, any detention (Haft) or other curtailment of his personal liberty must 
be suspended for the duration of the session at the request of the house to 
which the delegate belongs. 


Article 38. 


Members of the Reichstag and the Land's Diets are entitled to refuse to 
give evidence in respect to persons who have confided mattcrs to them in their 
capacity as delegates or to whom they have given such confidences in the oxecu- 
tion of their functions as delegates, as well as in respect to such facts. In 
respect also to the seizure of documents they have the same status as persons who 
are ontitlca by law to refuse to give evidence. 


Any search or seizure may only be carried out within the prescincts of the 
Reichstag or a Land's Diet with the consent of their President, 


Article 39. 


Public officials (Beamte) and members of the defense forces noed no leave 
for the performance of thcir functions as members of the Reichstag or a Land's 
Diet, 
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If they are candidates for a seat in one of these bodies, the necessary 
leave must be extended to them to enable them to prepare for their olection. 


Article 40. 


Members of the Reichstag shall have free passes for all German railways 
and receive a compensation for expenses to be fixed by Reich law. 


Third Chapter 
The Reich President and the Reich Government 


Article Al. 
The Reich President is elected by the whole German people, 


Every German who has completed his thirty-fifth year is cligible for 
election. 


Details will be regulated by a Reich law, 
Article 42, 


The Reich Prosident shall, on assuming office, take the following oath 
before the Reichstag, 


I swear to devote my energies to the well-being of the German people, to 
further their interests, to protect them from injury, to keep the Constitution 
and the laws of the Reich, to fulfill my duties conscientiously und to administer 
justice to all, 

It is pormisssblo to add a religious asservation. 
Article 43. 


The Reich President's term of office shall last scvon years. Reelection 
is permissable, 

At the request of the Reichstag the President may be deposed from office 
by plebiscite before his term has oxpirod. A two-thirds majority vote is 
necessary for such a resolution by tho Reichstag. 

The resolution has the effect of suspending the Reich President from the 
further exercise of his office. If the deposition is rejected by the plebiscite, 
this is regarded as a new election and entails the dissolution of the Reichstag, 


The Reich President cannot be prosecuted criminally without the consent 
of the Reichstag. 


Article AA. 
The Reich President may not at the samc time be a member of the Reichstag, 
Article 45. 

The Reich President represents the Reich in the sphere of international 
law. He concludes alliances and othcr treatics with foreign powers in the 
name of the Reich, He accredits and reccives Ministers (Gesandte). 

War is declared and peace coneluded by Reich law, 


Alliances and treatics with foreign States which relate to matters within 
the lcgislativc competence of the Reich, require the consent of the Reichstag, 
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Article 46. 


The Reich President appoints and dismisscs thc public officials of the 
Reich and officers of tho defense forces, unless otherwise provided by law. 
He may allow the right of appointment and dismissal to be exercised by other 
authorities. 


Article 47. 


The Reich President has supreme command (Oberbefehl) over all the defense 
forces of thc Reich, 


Article 48, 


If a Land fails to fulfil the duties incumbent upon it according to the 
Constitution or the laws of the Reich, the Reich President can force it to do so 
with the help of the armed forces, 


The Reich President may, if the public safety and order in the German Reich 
are considerably disturbed or endangered, take such measures as arc necessary , 
to restore public safety and order, If necessary he may intervene with the help 
of thc armed forces. For this purpose he may temporarily suspend, either par- 
tially or wholly, tho Fundamental Rights established in Articles 114, 115, 117, 
118, 123, 124 and 153. 


The Reich President shall inform the Reichstag without delay of all measures 
taken under Paragraph 1 or Paragraph 2 of this Article. On demand by the Reich- 
stag the mcasures shall be repealed. 


In case of imminent danger the government of any Land may take preliminary 
measures of thc nature described in Paragraph 2 for its own territory. The 
measures are to be revoked upon the demand of the Reich President or the Reich- 
stag. 


Details will be regulated by a Reich law, 


Article 49 


The Reich President exercises the right of pardon for the Reich, 
Reich amnesties require a Reich law. 
Article 50. 
All orders and decrees (Anordnungen und Verfügungen) of the Reich Presi- 
dent, including those concerning the defense forces, require for their validity 


the countersignature of the Chancellor of the Reich or the competent Minister 
of the Reich, By countersignature responsibility is assumed. 


Article 51. 


The Reich President shall, when prevented from functioning, be represented 
(vertreten) in the first place by the Reich Chancellor. When such disability 
is likely to be of long duration, a Reich law shall regulate the question of 
representation. 


The same applies in the case of a premature termination of the Presidency 
until the new election takes place, 


Article 52. 


The government of the Reich shall consist of the Chancellor and the Reich 
Ministers, 
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Article 53. 


The Reich Chancellor and at his proposal the Reich Ministers shall be 
appointed and dismissed by the Reich President. 


Article 54. 


The Chancellor and the Reich Ministers require for the exercise of their 
office the confidence of the Reichstag, Any of them must retire if the Reich- 
stag by express rcsolution withdraws its confidence. 


The Reich Chancellor presides over the government of the Reich and con- 
ducts its affairs according to rules of procedure laid down by the government 
of the Reich and approved by Reich President. 


Article 56, 


The Reich Chancellor determines the outlines (Richtlinien) of the policy 
the State and is responsible to the Reichstag for the same. Within these 
‘outlines each Reich Minister conducts the office entrusted to him independently 

and on his own responsibility towards the Reichstag. 


Articie 57. 


The Reich Ministers shall lay before the Reichstag for deliberation and 
enactment all bills and all matters for which such a course is prescribed in 
the Constitution or by law, as well as all differences of opinion in regard 
to questions within the competence of moro than one Minister.

Article 


The government of the Reich passos its resolutions by majority votc. In 
the case of tie votes the chairman has a casting vote. 


Article 59. 


Reich Ministers for having culpably violated the Constitution or a statute 
of the Reich before the Constitutional Court (Stastsgerichstshof). The motion 
for impeachment must be signed by at least one hundred members of the Reichstag 
and be approved by the majority prescribed for amending the Constitution.

Article 60. 


A Reich Council shall be constituted to represent the German Lands in the 
legislature and administr: f the Reich.

Lands there shall be one vote for every 1,000,000 inhabitants. A surplus, which 


is equal to at least the population of the smallest land, will be reckoned equal

Fifth Chapter 
Reich Legislation 
Article 68. 


Bills are introduced by the government of the Reich or by members of the 
Reichstag, 


Reich laws shatl be enacted by the Reichstag. 
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Article 69, 


The introduction of bills by the government of the Reich requires the con- 
sent of the Reich Council, If no agreement is reached between the Reich govern- 
ment and the Reich Council, the Reich government may introduce the bill not- 
withstanding, but must state the contrary opinion of the Reich Council, 


If the Reich Council resolves on a bill not assented to by the government 
of the Reich, the latter must introduce the bill to the Reichstag, stating 
its own point of view. 


The Reich President shall promulgate (ausfertigen) all constitutionally 
enacted laws and proclaim them in the Reich's Legal Gazette (Reichsgesetzblatt ) 
within one month, 


~ Reich laws, unless they provide otherwise, come into force on the fourteenth 
day after the date on which the Reich's Legal Gazette is published in the 
capital of the Reich. 


The proclamation of a Reich law shall be postponed for two months on the 
demand of one-third of the Reichstag. Laws stated to be urgent by the Reichstag 
and the Reich Council may be proclaimed by the Reich President notwithstanding 
such demand, 


Article 73. 


A law enacted by the Reichstag shall be made the subject of a referendum, 
if the Reich President so determines within a month, 


A law, the proclamation of which has been postponed on the application of 
at, least one-third of the members of the Reichstag, shall be subjected to a 
referendum, if one-twenticth of the persons qualified to vote so submit, 


A referendum shall further be instituted if onc-tenth of the persons 
qualified to vote initiate by petition the introduction of a bill. An elabor- 
ated bill must underlie such people's initiative, The bili shall be submitted 
to the Reichstag by the government together with a statement of its own point 
of view. No referendum shall take place if the petitional bill is passed un- 
altered by the Reichstag. 


In regard to the budget, taxation laws and laws relating to pay and salar- 
ies, only the Reich President may inaugurate a referendum. 


A Reich law shall regulate the procedure for referendum and initiative. 
Article he 


The Reich Council is entitled to raise an objection to laws passed by the 
Reichstag, 


The objection must be submitted to the Reich government within two weeks 
following the final vote in the Reichstag and sustained by reasons at the 
latest within two further weeks. 


When such objection has been raised, the law is again submitted to the 
Reichstag for redecision. If by this means no agreenent is reached between: 
the Reichsteg and the Reich Council, the President may, within three months, 
order that a referendum be taken on the matter in dispute. If the President 
does not exercise this right, the law is considered not to have been passed. 
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If the Reichstag has passed the law in spite of the objection by the Reich 
Council by a two-thirds majority, then the President must either proclaim 
the same within three months in the form approved by the Reichstag or order 
a referendum to be taken, 


Article 75. 


A referendum can nullify an enactment of the Reichstag only if a majority 
of those qualified to vote take part in the vote, 


Article 76. 


The Constitution may be amended by law. But acts of the Reichstag amend- 
ing the Constitution can only take effect if two-thirds of the legal number of 
members are present and at least two-thirds of those present consent, Reso- 
lutions of the Reich Council also require a two-thirds majority of the votes 
taken, when an amendment to the Constitution is in question, If on a popular 
initiative an amendment to the Constitution is to be decided by referendum, 
the consent of a majority of those qualified to vote is required. 


If the Reichstag has passed an amendment to the Constitution in spite of 
an objection on the part of the Reich Council, the President may not proclaim 
such law, if within two weeks the Reich Council demands a referendum, 


Article 77. 


Unless otherwise provided by law the Reich government shall issue the 
general administrative provisions (Verwaltungsvorschriften) necessary for 
putting into execution the laws of the Reich, The approval of the Reich 
Council is required when the execution of the Reich laws is within the compe- 
tence of the authorities of the Lands, 


Sixth Chapter 
Reich Administration 


Article 78, 


The cultivation of the relations with foreign States is exclusively a 
function of the Reich, 


With regard to matters the regulation of which is within tue competence 
of the Lands! legislature, the Lands may conclude treaties with foreign States; 
such treaties require the approval of the Reich. 


Agreements with foreign States relating to any alteration of the boundaries 
of the Reich are concluded by the Reich, after the consent of the Lands concer- 
ned has been obtained, Such boundary altcrations may only be undertaken on 
the basis of a Reich law, unless it is simply a case of adjusting the boundar- 
ies of uninhabited districts, 


All arrangements and measures necessary for safeguarding the interests-of 
individual Lands arising out of their particular economic relations with or 
their proximity to foreign States shall be undertaken by the Reich in agree- 
ment with the Lands concerned, 


Article 79. 
The defense of the Reich is a function of the Reich. The defense organi- 
zation of the German people shall be uniformly regulated by Reich law with 
due regard to special peculiarities of the inhabitants of the different Lands. 


Article 80. 


Colonial matters belong exclusively to the competence of the Reich, 
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Article 81.

"All German commercial vessels constitute one single merchant marine. 


Article 82. 


Germany constitutes one single customs and trading area surrounded by a 
customs frontier, 


The customs frontier coincides with Germany's foreign frontier line, 'At 
the sea the shore of the mainland and of the islands belonging to the territory 
of the Reich form the customs boundary. Deviations may be ordered for the course 
of the boundary line along the sea and other waters, 


Foreign territories or parts of territories may be joined to the customs 
area by means of international treaties or agreements. 


Portions may be excluded from the customs area to meet particular necessi- 
ties. In the case of free ports (Freihäfen) such exclusion can only be repealed 
by a law amending the Constitution. 


Districts excluded from the customs area may be joined to a foreign customs 
area by means of intcrnational treaties or agreements. 


All products of nature and industry and art which are freely traded within 
the Reich may be transported over the boundaries of the Lands and Communes into, 
out of, and through them, Exceptions may be i by Reich law, 


Article 83, 


Customs duties and consumption taxes are administered by the authorities 
of the Reich, 


The authorities of the Reich, when administering taxes of the Reich 
(Reichsabe2ben), shall take steps to enable the individual Lands to safeguard 
their own particular interests in regard to agriculture, trade, commerce and 
industry. 


Article 8h, 
The Reich shall provide by law for: 
l. the institution of a tax administration of the Lands, insofar 


as is necessary for the uniform and equal execution of the 
Reich taxation laws 


the institution and powers of the authorities entrusted with 
the supervision of the execution of the Reich taxation laws 


the accounting with the Lands 


the reimbursement of the costs of administration in executing

Article 85. 


Ali revenues and expenditure of the Reich must be estimated for every fis- 
cal year and entered in the budget (Haushaltsplan). 


The budget shall be passed by law before the beginning of the fiscal year. 


Appropriations are as a rule made for one year; in special cases they may 
be granted for a longer period. Other provisions in the budget law which 
legislate for a period beyond the fiscal year, or which have no reference to 
the revenues or expenditure of the Reich, may not be incorporated in the budget 
law . 
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With the transfer of waterways the Reich acquires the right of cxpro- 
priation, the control of rates and the police survey over the waterweys and 
navigation, 


The duties of the river conservancies in respect to the development of 
the natural waterways in the Rhinc, Weser, and Elbe districts shall be taken 
over by the Reich, 


Article 98. 


Advisory councils to cooperate in matters concorning Reich weterways 
shall be formed in compliance with detailed provisions to be issued by the 
Reich government with the approval of the Reich Council, 


Article 99. 


On natural waterways charges (Abgaben) may only be collected for such 
works, plants and other institutions as are designed to facilitate traffic, 
In the case of Lands and communal institutions they may not exceed the neces- 
sary costs, for construction and upkcep. The construction and maintenance 
costs of institutions not exclusively devoted to the facilitation of traffic 
but also destined for the furtherance of other purposes, may only be raised in 
a proportionate degree by shipping charges. Interest and sinking funds on the 
invested capital ere included as costs of construction.

Within the sphere of inland navigation the entire cost of a waterway, 2 
river basin or a system of waterways may be utilized for caleulating the 
shipping charges.

It is within the exclusive competence of the Reich to exact from foreign 
ships and their cargoes other or higher charges than from German ships and

Seventh Chapter 
The Judiciary (Rechtspflege) 
Article 102, 
Judges orc independent and subject only to the law. 


Article 103, 


The ordinary judiciary (Ordentliche Gerichtsbarkeit) consists of the Reich 
Supreme Court (Reichsgericht) and the courts of the Lands. 
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Article 110, 


Citizenship of the Reich and the Lends is acquired and lost in accordance 
with the provisions of a Reich law, Every citizen of a Land is at the same time 
a citizen of the Reich. 


Every German has in every Land of the Reich the same rights and duties as 
the citizens of that Land, 


All Germans enjoy liberty of travel and residence throughout the whole 
Reich, Everyone has the right (Freizügigkeit) to sojourn and settle in any 
place within the Reich, to acquire real estate and to pursue any means of 
livelihood. Restrictions require a Reich law. 


Article 112, 


Every German is permitted to emigrate to a foreign country. Emigration 
may only be restricted by a Reich law. 


All citizens of the Reich within and without the territory of the Reich 
are entitled to the protection of the Reich in relation to foreign countries. 


No German may be surrendered to a foreign government for prosecution or 
punishment. . 


Article 113, 

No laws or administrative orders may prejudice in their free and charac- 
teristic development the elements of the population of the Reich whose mother 
tongue is other than German, especially in regard to the use of their mother 
tongue in schools, in matters of internal administration, and the administra- 
tion of justice, 


Articie 11A. 


The freedom of the person is inviolable. Curtailment or deprivation of 
personal freedom by a public authority is only permissible on a legal basis, 


Persons who have been deprived of their freedom must be informed at the 
latest on the following day by whose authority and for what reasons the depri- 


vation of frcedom was ordered; opportunity shail be afforded them without 
delay of submitting objections to their deprivation of freedom, 


Article 115. 


Every German's home is his sanctuary and is inviolable. Exceptions may 
only be mde as provided by law, 


Article 116. 


An act can only be punishable if its penalty was fixcd by law before the 
act was committed. 


Article 117. 


The secrecy of letters and all postal, telegraphic and telephone communi- 
cations is inviolable, Exceptions are inadmissable except by Reich law. 


Article 118. 


Every German has the rignt, within the limits of the general laws, to 
express his opinions freely in speech, in writing, in print, in picture form 
or in any other way. No conditions of work or employment may detract from this 
right and no disadvantage may accrue to him from any person for making use of 


this right. 
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Censorship is forbidden, but in the casc of moving pictures deviations - -- 
from this rule may be established by law. Legal provisions are also admissable 
for combating pornography and obscene publications (Schund und Schmutz Litera- 
tur) and for the protection of young persons at public plays and entertainment. 


Second Chapter 


Tne General Welfare (Gemeinschaftsleben) 


Article 119, 


Marriage as the cornerstone of family life and the preservation and increase 
of the nation is placed under the special protection of the Constitution. It 
is based on the equal rights of both sexes. 


It is the duty of the State and the Communes to foster the purity, health, 
and social advancement of the family. Families with numerous childred have 4 
claim to proportionate assistance. 


Motherhood has a claim to the protection and care of the State. 
Article 120, 


To provide their children with a thorough physical, spiritual, and social 
education is the supreme duty and natural right of parents, whose activities 
shall be supervised by the State, 


Articie 121. 


The same conditions shall be created by law for the physical, spiritual 
and social development of illegitimate es for legitimate children. 


Article 122, 


Youth shall be protected agalmet exploitation and also against neglect of 
their mral, mental or physical well-besag, The States and Communes shäll make 
the necessary arrangements. " 

Compulsory measures for their welfare may only be. ordered on the basis of 
law.

Article 123, 


All Germans have the right to assemble peacefully and unarmed without, 
giving notice and without special permission. 


A Reich law may make previous notification obligatory for assemblies in 
the open air, and may prohibit them in the case of immediate danger to the 
public safety. 


Article 124. 


All the Germans have the right to form associations or societies for pur- 
poses not contrary to criminal law. This right may not be curtailed by pre- 
ventive measures, The same provisions apply to religious associations and 
societies, 

Every association may become incorporated (Erwerb der Rechtsfähigkeit) 
according to the provisions of the civil law. The right may not be refused 


to any association on the grounds that its aims are political, social-political 
or religious, 


Article 125. 


The liberty and secrecy of the vote is guaranteed. Details shall be regu- 


lated by election laws.

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i Article 126. 


Every German has the right to address requests or complaints in writing 
to the competent authorities or to the people's representatives. This right 
may be exercised individuelly or by several persons collectively. 


Article 127. 


Communes and communal unions have the right of self-administration 
(Selbstverwaltung) within the limits of the law. 


Article 128 . 


All eitizens without distinction shall be eligible for public office in 
accordance with the laws and according to their capabilities and achievements. 


All provisions discriminating against women are abolished. 


The principles governing the legal. status of the public officials shall be 
regulated by Reich law. 


Public officials shall be appointed for life, unless otherwise provided 
by law. Pensions for retired officials or the surviving dependents of deccased 
officials shall be regulated by law. The vested rights (Wohlerworbene Rechte) 
of public officials are inviolable. Legal steps may be taxen by public 
officials for pecuniary claims. 


Public officials mey be only temporarily suspended from office, temporarily 
or permanently relicved or transferred to 2 different office with a lower 
salary on the conditions and in the form provided by law. 


In every case where a disciplinary sentence is pronounced the way must be 
open for appeal and a new trial. Entries unfavorable to a public official 
may not be made in his official record until opportunity has been afforded him 
of expressing his own view of the facts. Public officials shall be permitted 
to inspect their official records. 


The inviolability of vested rights and the competence of the civil courts 
to adjudicat. pecuniary claims arc also assured particularly to the regular 
soldiers (Berufssoldaten). In other respects their position shall be regulated 
by Reich law. 

Article 130. 


Public officials are servants of the whole community, end not of a party. 


Liberty of political opinion and freedom to form associations is guaran- 
teed to all public officials. 


A Reich law shall provide in detail for the special representation of 
public officials. 


Article 131. 

If a public official in the execution of the official authority vested in 
him transgresses his official duty towards a third person, the State or the 
public body in whose service the officer is, is in principle held responsible. 
The right of recovery from the officer is reserved. Recourse to the ordinary 
civil courts may not be sxcluded. 

Details shall be regulated by the competent legislature. 


Article 132, 


It is the duty of every German to accept honorary offices in accordance 


with the laws. ll | | Il 
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Article 133. 


It is the duty of all citizens to render personal services to the State 
and the Commune in accordance with the laws. 


The duty of military service (Wehrpflicht) is determined by the provisions 
of the Reich Defense Law, This shall. also stipul:te how far single Fundamental 
Rights of the Constitution shall be restricted in respect to members of the 
defense forces, in the interest of the fulfilment of their tasks and the main- 
tenance of discipline.

Third Chapter 
Religion and Religious Associations 


Article 135. 


ALL inhabitants of the Reich enjoy full religious and conscientious frec- 
dom. The undisturbed sxercise of religion is guaranteed by the Constitution 
and is under stats protection. The general state laws are unaffected hereby. 


Article 136, 


Civil and civic rights and duties are neither contingent upon nor limited 
by the exercise of religious freedom. 


The enjoyment of divil and civic z ind the eligibility for public

office are independent of religious | 


Nobody is obliged to reveal his religious conviction. The authorities 
are only entitled to ask questions concerning adherence to a religious body 
insofar as rights and duties are dependent therson or in pursuance of statis-

No one may be compelled to at end any church service or ceremony or to 
participate in religious exercises, or to take oath in religious form, 


article 137, 
There is no State Church.

Legal compuision is only admissible for the realization of threatened 
rights or in the service of preponderant requirements of the common welfare, 


Freedom of trade and commerce is guaranteed on the basis of the Reich laws.

Property is guaranteed by the Constitution. Its content and limits are 
defined by the laws.

Property carries obligations, Its use shall also serve the common good, 
Article 154.

The distribution and utilization of the land shall be supervised by state 
authorities in a manner to prevent abuse and with the object of ensuring a 
healthy dwelling to every German and to all German families, especially those 
with numerous children, living and working quarters in accordance with their 
needs, War veterans shall be particularly considered in the enactment of 
homestead laws, 
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Real estate, the acquisition of which is necessary for housing purposes, 
for the promotion of settlements and land cultivation or to improve agri- 
culture, may be expröpriated. All entails (Fideikommisse) shall be dissolvedi 


The cultivation and utilization of the soil is a duty owed by the land- 
owner to the community, An increase in the value of land, which arises without 
the expenditure of work or capital on the property, shall be utilized for the 
common benefit. 


All treasures of the soil and all natural forces of economic utility are 
under the supervision of the State, Private mining rights (Regale) shall be 
transferred to the State by legislation. 


Article 156. 


The Reich may, without prejudice to the right of compensation, by law 
transfer to public ownership private economic enterprises suitable for 
socialization, applying thereby analogously the regulations relating to expro- 
priation. The Reich may allot to itself, the Lands or the Communes a share 
in the administration of economic enterprises and associations or secure to 
itself a controlling influence therein in some other way. 


The Reich may also in case of urgent necessity for socioeconomic interests, 
by law effect a combination of economic enterprises and associations on the 
basis of self-administration with the object of securing the cooperation of all 
working elements of the population, of allowing employers and employees a share 
in the management and regulating the production, fabrication, distribution, 
utilization, price fixing, and the importation and exportation of economic 
goods according to the principles of national cconomy. 


The cooperative industrial and economic associations and their unions 
(Erwerbs- und Wirtschaftsgenossenschaften) shall at their request be incor- 


porated in the socialized economic system, their constitution and peculi- 
aritics being thereby taken into consideration, 


Article 157. 
The ability to work is under the special protection of the Reich, 
The Reich shall crcate a uniform labor law.

Intellectual labor, the rights of the author, the inventor, and the artist 
enjoy the protection and care of the Reich, 


Recognition and protection in foreign countries also shall be secured to 
German science, art and technic by means of international agreements, 


Article 159. 


Freedom of association for the preservation and promotion of labor and 
economic conditions is assured to everyone and to all vocations. All agree- 


ments and measures attempting to restrict or restrain such freedom, are un- 
lawful, 


Article 160, 
Persons working as employees or laborers are entitled to the leave neces- 
sary for the exercise of their civic rights and, insofar as the enterprise is 


not materially damaged thereby, for performing the duties attached to public 
honorary offices entrusted to them, The law shall determine to what extent 


they retain their right to remuneration, 
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Article 161. 


For the maintenance of health and capacity to work, for the protection of 
maternity, and for provision against the economic consequences of age, infir- 
mity, and the vicissitudes of life, the Reich shall organize a comprehensive 
system of insurance, in which the insured persons shall cooperate to a con- 
siderable extent. 


The Reich shall endeavor to obtain an interstate regulation of the legal 
status of laborers which shall have as its object tho establishment of a general 
minimum standard of social rights for all working classes of mankind. 


Article 163. 


Every German has, without prejudice to his personal liberty, the moral 
duty to utilize his intellectual and physical powers in the interest of the 
general welfare. 


Insofar as suitable work cannot be found for him, he shall be 
rovided with the necessary support, Details shall be regulated by special 
Reich laws,

Article 164, 


The interests of the independent middle classes in agriculture, industry 
and commerce shall be promoted by legislation and Administration and protected 
from oppression and absorption. 


Article 165, 


Laborers and employees are called upon to take part on equal terms and to- 
gether with the employers in regulating conditions of work and wages and also 
in the general economic development of productive forces. The organizations 
on both sides and agrecments between them shall be recognized, 


Laborers and employees shall be legally represented on the Workmen's 
ouncils of the Enterprise, as well as in the District Workmen's Councils

Supervision and administrative powers may be conferred on the Workmen's

The regulation of the organization and tasks of the Workmen's and the 
Economic Councils as well as their relation to other social self-governing 


bodies is exclusively a function of the Reich,

THZ PATH OF THE STRUGGLE, 


Germany experienced in the year 1918 a revolution whose spiritual 
bearers were people to whom morels, honor, and love of the Fatherland were 
unknown eonceptions, who ridiculed soldierly virtucs and fighting behavior 
and laushed at the performance of the German Army, Their example and their 
propaganda found followers because the man of that time hed not learned 
to think clear politically, because he wes tossed hero and there between 
political, economic, end religious directions and interests, and because 
he did not have the power; to decide for himself, out of a deep anehorage 
end belief, in a great ideologicnl idea; and to hold himself firm against 
a breakdown, Thet which the Reich of the Kriser had failed to do, which 
wes the internal shaping of the human being into ^ knowing and convinced 
fightor for the nrtion, avenged itself in 1918 bitterly. 


At this time of the complete breakdown of Germeny, the Fuehrer with 
his Idee began the march emong the people. And beside and with him marched 
men, embodiment of soldierly spirit, who perceived their highest mission 
in life to be in service for ^ new greeter Germany, rerdy to enter upon 
and to sacrifice everything for the victory of National Socialism, They 
ere the first political soldiers of the Fuchrer, the orizinal cell of the SA, 


Are we eble todry to write o history of oe SA? Scercely, for this 
history is still too much the present and we stend too close yet to tho ex- 
periences of a great period in order to be Pis to mensure and evalurte 
correctly the immonso performnnce of the fighting period nnd of tho up- 
heaval in its forcible mersures, 


Nunbers are distinctive of the picture of history, ind, indeed, if we 
would give on historical presentrtion of the fight and the performance of 
the SA, we must not only nrme the dates of great events, which are e2D.arent 
to all the world, but also we must go out into everydey affairs nnd ex- 
perience there the path, spirit and struggle of the SA ss en historical 
performance of the unfolding power of a notion, Dates end numbers, however, 
win meaning and become valueble only if they come alive as the expression 
of a grent deed, of an offered sacrifice or of an historical performance 
for the nation, and the SA his produced innumerable of such dates and 
figures which distinguish the path of the SA rs the sacrificial way of the 
best of 2 nation, along this path stand the eternal monuments of over 400 
blood witnesses of the Movonent, who geve their lives for the resurrection 
of Gernany. 


Tho Sa was not founded ^s one forns just any sort of club, It w:s 
born in midst of strife ond received from the Fuchrer himself the nance 
"Storm Troops" after thrt nıcmorable hall bettle in the Hofbrouheus ct 
Munich on the 4th of November 1921, Forty-six Notional Socialist regulars 
(Ordner) stood against e thousend Marxists on this memorable day, The 
Fuchrer had spoken to his men before the meeting: "Todey for the first 
time you will have to preserve the feith of the Movement come what nay. 
Not one of us leaves the hell unless they benr us out os dead men. He 
who cowardly yields, fron hi» I will personally tear off his arm band end 
take eway his badge, Think about the fact thrt attack at the slightest 
attempt to neke en explosion is the best defonse," 


In a bitter struggle 46 Gernrn nen, who were determined to carry 
through to the end even et the sacrifice of their lives, beat out of the 
hall and put to flight r thousand Marxists, It was a beptisn of fire 
and a test of the willingness to bear » burden which this young shocktroop 
of the Movenent h d masterfully undergone end which secured for the Party 
peaceful meetings up to 9 November 1925, for no Marxist dared to raise his 
fist again in Nationel Socialist meetings, Outside, however, on the streets 
the dissembling strife continued in strengthened extent, 


Blood end sacrifice were the most faithful companions of the young SA 
on its hard p^th to power, The Storn Troops were and still ^re today the 
fist and propoganda ern of the Movement, The Sa wns not only messenger, 
but also pattern for the Idea, the spiriturl nnd physical armament of the 
Party nnd the assembly besin for the fanatical fighters of the National 
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Socirlist ideology, So the S^ becare the school for practical Netional 
Socialism for all German men; it hes so remained uo to the oresent day and 


it will be so forever in the future, 


It is one of the greatest historicel services of the Sa thet ct the 
time when the Germen People's Army hed to undergo a dissolution, it held high 
those virtues which merked tho Germen soldier: personal courage, idealism, 
willingness to sacrifice, consciousness of rcsoonsibiiity, power to decide, 
and leodership. Thus, tne S. decame among the puople the messenger and bearer 
of Germen armed strength end German ermed spirit, 


The 4th of November 1921 wes not only the birth hour of the SA by itself, 
out wes the dey from which thc young fighting troop of the Movement took its 
stand et tho foeal point of politicsl cvonts. Vith the cloar recognition that 
now the unity (Geschlossenheit) of a troop lod to victory, the SA wes system- 
atically reorgenized end so-called "Centuri:s" (Hundertschaften) were csteb- 
lished, The year 1922 saw the 34 vrriously in rction, On the l€th of Auzust 
the first merching columns demonstrrted elong with ortriotic associations 
ngrinst the protective lew of the Republic (A2epublikschutzz^sotz), The 
Merxists appe: red but the S4 struck Asstructively end by fighting goinod for 
itself the liberty nnd right of the streets. The flow into the Si grow so, 
thet in September 1922 cight Hundertscheften could be rrised in Munich, 

These quickly grew further, On the 23rd of Novorbor the llth Hundertschrft 
wos formed, which wrs composed elmost üxclusively of stuients, The oresent 
deputy of the Fuchrer, Rudolf Hess, toox over the leedership of this Century, 


"We have to tench the Marrxists thrt the mester of thc strects in the 
future is Netionel Socirlisr, exretly rs it vill once be the master of the 
State"; thus, Adolf Hitler sketched th: outlines of the task of tho And 
sooner perhaps then one suposed, tno opportunity creme to lot deeds 
The march in Coburg on the 14th and 15th of Octobor 1922 becnme f beacon of 
the Carmrrgwhich was &wnksning. It wes to be r "Germen Dry" set up by the 
citizens and it become r brerkthrouzh berttle for National Socialis», It 
became the dey of the S4 on which 800 Sj men under the leadership of Alolf 
Hitler end Nevel Licutenent retired, Klintzsch, broke comolotsly the Red Terror, 


This mighty success nnd its linking danger for the systom of government 
led to a stop by the Berlin government which wes often reperted in the fol- 
lowing yosrs: prohibition of the NSDAP for Prussia end other strtcs. The 
more lively the ectivity bocese in Beverin, For the first tims, on 28 
January 1923, the Reich Party Dey of the .3DaP wes nula in munich, where the 
four stendards dosiguücd by Adolf Hit cr himself were anuded over to the S. 
as campaign symbols, And hore, too, the lith Hunäertsca: ft popenred for 
the first time in uniforn: grey erp, windbreaker, swnstike bend, a.d knotted 
stick, 


The Ruhr invasion by the French caused thc conversion of the Sa, which 
up to then hid been only a politicnl fighting troop, into en armed associn- 
tion for the purpose of employing those bettls-tested men in n desired active 
resistence -g inst foreign doninntion, all pressed for a decision, «ind in 
the matter the Storm Troops of th. Fuchrer did not went to be inactive, 

They joined themselves with other fighting Beveri:n bends and formed the 
"Labor group of patriotic fighting essocictions" under the leadership of 
retired First Lieutenent Kricbel, In March 1923 the last commeadent of the 
Richthofen Sourdron, Hernenn Gering, took commrnd of the entire Sa, Activity 
end rerdiness is the orssword, Cut nt Forstenricder Prrk rnd on the 
Frottmeninger heath near Munich the het h.ld grent exercises, nt 
which on ifey lst an rrmed prrnde of the whole Brvrrinn Si end other fighting 
associations ensues on the Oberwicsen field, This dey wes supposed to bring 
the final reckoning with the Marxists, Only the employment of the Reichswehr 
end police prevented this intention, 


The decision is prossing; the coll~pse of the Ruhr resistence end its 
consequences thresiten the unity of the Reich and seem to bring sbout chros, 
Tho 8th of November cores around, Thrt evening, full of hope end certainty 
of success; the betrayel of thet night, bese and unbolicvoble. No one be- 
lieves yet thet men in the feteful end difficult hour heve betreyed the 
struggle for Germeny. On the norninz of “ovenber 9th, «adolf Hitler casts his 
young Movement, his frithful rnd upright fighters, onto the scrles of de- 
cision; the march to the Hell of the Ficld Generals (Foliherrnhelle) through 
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jubilant Munich, Betrayal causes this March of Triumph to become n 
March for the best of the nation, 


The Fuehrer is in custody, The head of the Movenent is miss*n: 
most difficult hours after the miscarriage of the r volution, Zvurr 
appérrs beaten and lost. But onc thing is not: tnit spirit ; 
Troops which has fought for the new Reien snd wnich his becom, 
concept "Spirit of the SA", the oettorn for volunt ry end cco: scolas 
paredness for sacrifice and initiative for Germen nón, and it was 
over betrayal, 


The faithful collaboretors snd comrrdes of th: Fuchrer roscuo wh: 
is to be rescued, “ne Illegel the SA continucs tni waits for tac return 
the Fuehrer from the prison in Landsberg. He returns in 1925, ^ud the m 
of the Storm Troops, with the same spirit of rerdinuss for seerifice rnd 
use, come to him end are strongest sup .ort to him rt the Pr rty re-foundin ży 
which occurs on Fobrunry 27, 1925, In his basic directions for the r — 
establishment of the National Socirlist Germen Labor Porty, Adolf Fitior 
ordered the r::founding of the Sa ns © pure Party orzonizotioa for meting 
hell protection end proprgrndr, without arving the chrracter of rn ern 
associrtion, 


And now a fight for Germeny begen of euch r sort rs wes nover before 
fought.

“hen at the very end of 1926 the volunteer-coros fighters (Freikornskännfer) 
of the verious Rossbach groups joined themselves to the SA, the Su re- 
ccived not only strengthening nlono through that but also strong buoyancy, 


"ith the end of 1926 there begins e new phase of development in the 
history of the SA, The Storm Troops unt!l now had stood in loose connection 
with the politics1 organization, A Reich branch or c-ntral eommend office 
was not yct in existence, Both wore crcoctod with the ensuing founding of 
the Supreme S4 Leadership Headquarters, on November lst, 1926, With thot 
a central control orizinated to which the Sa, as voll as the SS end the HJ 
were subordinate, «adolf Hitler appoint.d the Gau leeder and Sa Fuehrer of 
the Gau of the Ruhr, Franz von Pfeffer ns tho hizhest Sa Leader, In the 
course or the ycars 1926 and 1927 the Sa wes uniformly reorganized end 
divided into divisions (Gruppen), Gau areas (Geustürme), brizades (Brigaden), 
regiments (Stendarten), bettelions (Stürme), and platoons (Trupos) and at 
the same time a sharp seperation from the polities] orgrnizetion was ochicved, 
That which had been established in prectice beceme now the clear internal 
orientation (Ausrichtung) for the SA: the Storm Troop men should be educrtod 
into politic^l soldiers, politically de»endrble, spiritually motivated, 
physically steeled, disciplined and devoted to the Fuehrer in unconditioned 
fidelity and obedience, Thus the SA became tho mightiest instrument in the 
hrnds of the Fuchrer, 


1927: The first huge demonstration in Nurnberg of !intinnel Socirlism 
which ern no longer be deed silent, 30,000 Sá men mrrch a bloc of will and 
strength, The System becom:s nervous, Vp to then the Executive hrs lookod 
on in^»ctively for the most prrt, From then on it directed ell measures 
egrinst National Socirlism nnd allowed thereby more and more liberty to 
Communism snd Marxism, The word "Forbidden" was all too well known to SA mou, 
The Berlin Så, which had been forbidden with the Farty in May 1927, coincd 
the prssword: In spite of prohibition, rot derd (Trotz Verbot nicht tot). 
and this slogen, to the discomfort of tho System, became an „ll too living 
renlity when it issued like hail prohibitions of all shades and shaves in 
the following yerrs, Once of the old veterrns coined the phrase once: the 
history of the SA end of thc TDAP gonerrlly hes been a sin;le, almost un- 
interrupted succession of prohi^itions, Something was always prohibited, 
There was never a period in which the S4 wes granted ner rly the seme liberty 
in ell Germany ns wes granted to the Reichbrnner or certain patriotic as- 
socistions, 


Brown trousers end boots in themselves were dangerous for the Stete, 
The white shirt had to substitute for tne brown shirt for a long time. Ofton 
the S. mer came to meeting nnd parades with naked upper parts of the body èn 
with bere feet, end many in their underweerr, because along the way the picces 
of clothes which were dangerous to the Strte were taken off of them, 
Chicenory efter Chicenery, But all of this hed to be borne, Howevir, 
murder end terror governed tnis yerr of the strife. And always it wes 
Netionrl Socielists who were st:moed as the sttaeclers, 


Emergency orders And measures for the vrotection of the Republic sided 
the waves of prohibition, They oromised themselves results from this becnuse 
they believed they derlt with frctionists end did not recognize that these 
Notional Socirlists were berrers «nd herelds of an ideology. They them- 
selves were conscious thrt they were the last levy (Aufgebot) of the Germen 
Folk, Thus the SA grew to be the troop which fought most strongly rgrinst 
the decaying Republic, It was spared no sacrifice but also no orohibition, 
no trickery, andi no item could stem its marche 


Almost 300 dead comr- des m-rched with the ranks of the Si, forcmost 
smong them the sonzster of the Movement, Horst Vessel, His secrificial 
derth beceme a new beacon of the struzgle for Germrny. The labor and the 
struggle of the SA was not in vein, They stood et the forenost front of 
election fights, .idolf Hitler himself on the 2nd of September 1930 took over 
the leadership of the SA »s the Supreme SA Fuehrer, He hinself guided his 
SA in the fateful election fight of the yerr 1930, On the evening of the 
14th of September the first bettle wes won, 107 representatives of the 
NSDAP took their serts in the Germen Reichstag., A huge victory was earned 
throuzh the fight, but, tho System took no reckoning of it. 
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19315 It wes to ve the year of ‘ci: ion, The Morcment grew stenlily; 
everywhere the elcetio:. results were grert, The burden which tested the SA 
wes enornous, snd only ^n iron discipline and internrl union helped it to 
berr all the iifficultics, 


SA, SS and HJ were newly articulated, On April the lst tho N-tionrl 
Socialist Automorile Corps as an auxiliary orgrnization of the SA, which 
p:rformed valuable service at election time, wos founded, The 17th and 
18th of October brought the SA mecting in Brunswick et which 104,000 Su. 
and SS men prssed in revicw before A3olf Hitler, Here before these faithful 
fighters the Fuehrer raised before all the worl’ claim to the totrl state 
leadership by Netionnl Sociriisn, The ron returned to every dey affrirs 
with enormous enthusio^ rad new coursze which could not be dempened by the 
announcement on December 8 prohibiting the uniform in all regions of the 
Reich, 


The fatci:ul yeer 1972 brings oh: 'r blow to the Movement, On april 13 
the Sa end SC ere pro .' ited within tbc entire regions of the Reich, even 
after tho vote of unprececdeated activity in the second election for Reich 
president on April 10, 3°32, hrd been 13,400,000 for the Nationrl Socirlists,

Just ^s there wis no celebration of victory by Adolf Hitier ami his fighting 
comrades after the seizure of Dower, SO W's thero no moment of rest for thc Sis 
men, Wh^t wrs worth cleaning up, wes ciorned un, Whether as cuxilinry nolice 
or with svecinl orders, whether as ^ 2ropngendist or ns helper, the SA man in 
general wrs there end 1: bored silently as the shining exemple of the Idea in the. 
structure of the now Strte, Even efter victory the Si hed heavy looses to lement, 
It wes gencrally employed where elemonts of the govornnent foreign to the people 
hed not yet understood the sigas of the time or where Communism end eclencnts 
hostile to the St-te still insolently dared to rebel, Aud not the last the 
fizht against dissaised opponents was e difficult labor of the Sa, But it is 
proud, then ».d now, to be the tool for strengthening the structure of the: new 
State and of the Community of Folk, ( Yolksgemcinsenrft), 


For the first tino, on aoril 8, 1933, tho entire Sa in the rezions of the 
Reich end of austric, strnds drewn up gt the srme hour to nvow their immutable 
fidelity ond willinzn-ss to follow to the Fuehrer, wno eadiressed his mon over 
the radio from the Berlin Sorts Prl'co, Tho young Steel Eclmets (Junsstehlneln) 
end the Steel Helmets (Stonlhelm) during the yurr 1983 ginaced themselves under 
the SA end became members of it. The Sa during the year experiences seve el 
changes which finally result in tho prosent forn vf the orzenizot.on as will be 


described in the following ch^ptor, 


With the eonsnlitrtion of inner politic: 1 pore:gtions wit:.in Gormany the 
tyoe of strife of the SA chinged. Just ^s the S4. non during the fighting period 
wes not ^ companion rlong the wy to »rort decisions, out wes the one who pre- 
pared the way, so the St retninc in tho Third Reich its orizinel task, nenelvi 
to be the Shock Troops for Ldcslogy and es the oreeticel school of Netionel 
Socirlism, The SA trrinod n5 specialists in ny forn for its areor of lrbor wes 
anong the entire Gernen Polk, To cerry to the Folk, through thinss previously 
experienced and by acts, the revolutionsry spirit of the fighting perio, the 
initiative end willingess to srerifice and to keep ^Wn'*o mimg them those 
virtues which are the fundrnent: ls for the oreprredniss of Netionrl Socialists, 
is one of tho huge tasks of tho SA, NALL tht vou pre, you rre through mo; end 
nll thet I an, I an through vou clone, These words of the Fuchrer, spoken to 
his SA on tho 30th of Jenurry 1936, are ^ recomition rs well rs an oblige tions 
It is a short formula of tho »Intforn of the S4} Germeny. 

The deeds and achierements of the Sí are not carried upon hure rosters 
but are every dry undertakings which will continue to live in the herrts of 
the people, And thet is more valuable than the written word, 


Severel thinzs out of the menifold lobor sohere of the SA should be named 
in collective concepts; use ot tines of catastrophe, prevention of danse, 
thanksgiving of the Nrtion, cultural wors, colonisrtion, eduention: 1 encanp= 
ments, officer training schools, schol: rships (Freipietzspende) and nnny nore, 
Over all of this is the eternal co rges snroing of hunan beings. The guiding 
motif of this labor to educrto the Gernon o3ople is this powerful entity: 
strong soul, sound soirit, steclelike body 


Netionel Socialism hes never denendod e new st: te forn but has always 
demanded the reform tion of the Andividunl Germ n into a fí htr who has 
intelli ence, who hrs convictions, who is pnlitierilr denendrblo, who is 
soirituslly motivated, ənd ohysic^lly hardened, Thus it v s only the consistent 
continurtion of e lebor alreedy beun to win tho individuel Germ n when the 
Tuehrer hended over to the SA tho oxocuti^n of protective end nzeressive 
training and eduertion of the individurl Gernen, SA sports and SA sports 
bedgcs, the latter estrblished hy the Fuchrer Minsclf on the 15th of February, 
1933, "in order to lend a eonecious exorcesion ta nll eccti^ns of the Cerman 
people to the cultivrtion of n werlike soirit", nre ossentinlly the new shane 
of the physicel and spiritual treining of the individvel Gerran within the 
meaning of the Nrtinnrl Socinlist Ideology. Therewith, the SA wrs conmissioned 
to obtain en increrse of end preservation of ^ werlixe power ("ehrkr^ft) and ^ 
warlike spirit (Wehrzeist) as the oxorossion of rn rgarossive attitude, The 
creation of the NS Contest Games on November 27, 1936, ne r yorrly spoctecle 
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of accomplishments of physical mowess end of a warlike spirit, and the order 
of March 18, 1937, that »ossession of the SA sports badge is made denendent 
upon yearly repetitive performance of the tests in order to maintain the 
warlike fitness of its bearers up to old ege, are milestones along the way 
to attainment of the great goal of the Sa, 


The Sa is awere of the mrenitude of its task. But only it is able to 
master the tasks given by the Fuchrer because it eman»tes from the Folk and 
is a part of the Folk, 


II, Orgenization 


THE BRANCHES OF TEE SA 
The Fuehrer himself hrs designated tne Sa as the guerantor of the 

Netional Socialist Movement ond the National Socialist Revolution, The Sa 

is the political soldiery. In this concept "political soldiery", which was

centration of iniividurl supervisory offices and their vork shere, a centrel, 
e end united menagement, 


The Supreme SA Fuehrer is Adolf Hitler, who gives his oldest fishting 
formetion its tasks, detormines its direction of work, and commends its 
uses, By order of the Fuehrer the Chief of Stnff reoresents the SA in 
its totality, «a high measure of recognition end trust of the Fuehrer lies 
in this cherge, for to the Chicf of Staff of the SA is entrusted, for 
ideologicel and physical education end for further develonment, the best and 
most velueble young strength of the Germen conle, 


The Supreme SA Headousrters in Munich rend the Office of the Adjutant 
in Berlin are both burceus of the Chief of Steff; the Sa Fuehrers who head 
these are directly responsible to the Chief of Steff for their work, 


The Supreme SA Headaurrters is subdivided into the operational strff, 
main offices, offices, and divisions, The Stebsfuehrer of tho Supreme SA 
Headquirters determines its employment as representrtive of the Chief of Steff, 


The Storm Troops of the Fuchrer himself, which exist in ell the regions 
f the Reich end in the free city of Danzig, are divided according to 
Political and territorial considerations, 


The entire Sa is composed of 24 groups which are subordinate to the 
Chief of Steff.  Thesc are; Si Group Alpenland, Bveri.n —Eestorn March, 
Berlin-Brradenburg, Denube, Fri nken, Hanseatic, Hessien, Hochland, Kurpfelz, 
Middle, Lower Rhine, Lower Saxony, North M: rch, North Sen, Esstlrnd, Erstern 
March, Pomerenie, Sexony, Silesia, Southern Merch, Southwest, Thuringia, 
Westfelie, and Western Merch, 


The next subordin-te branch is the Sa Brigrde, which is composed of 
several regiments, å regiment consists of three to five battalions, which 
is formed from three to five companies, The S4 Conprny is orgenized generelly 
into three platoons, each of which is further su:divided into three squrds, 


The multilateral demands which rre made of the SA formetions require, 
above ell, in the use of the Si. for oreo»^rrtioas, orrades, ertestrovhes, 
accidents and ell other acts of assistnnce, the incoroor^tion of svecirl 
or technical units, Therefore, the following speeirl bronches were estrb- 
lished; signal, engineer, mounted, naval, bicycle, end srnitory units, 

Locel consileretions and geogracdhical siturtions determine their incoroora- 
tion into comornies end battalions rnd govern the consider tion of subordinate 
positions, 


THE OPER/TIOWAL STAFF O' TUE SUPREME Sa YEADCUARTERS 
The Stabsfuchrer is the vermenent deouty of the Chief of Steff, As such 
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he is the highest authority for the coliective mein offices of the Supreme 
SA Headquarters end of the SA groups. All decisions of e. basic nature for 
the SA, es long rs they are not reserved for the Chief of Staff himself, 
ere made by the Strbsfuehrer, Immediately subordinate to him are the 
lirison office of the Supreme SA Headquarters, the central division, the 
staff for militery affeirs, the press end propoganda division, the legel 
Aivision, end the prchitecturel ^ivision, The lirison office keeps in 
continuous touch with ell imoortent burerus of the Party and Stete in order 
to hendle ell the questions which rre of imoortance to the SA. 


The treatment of occurrences of r funirmentrl sort, which recuire 
reoid settlement and touch on the spheres of the verious main offices 
so that the closest cooperrtion with these mein offices bec es ^ mrtter 
of course, is the function of the central diviť with its two main de- 
partments, The Steff conr ^adent's (Stadskommendantur) office bears the 
responsibility for the totel, internal overrtional service of the Suoreme 
SA Headaurrtsrs, 


The entire press end propagande preprrrtions or exploitations 
(Auswertung) of 711 important events within the SA emanete from the press 
end oropegende division to which is also joined publication of the fighting 
shect of the Supreme SA Headquarters, the SA-Men. Following the directions 
given by this division, the group press departments, whose function is 
the trustseship of the local press, work through the individual SA groups, 
The activity is above all of an informetive n ture; for the SA l:ys no 
velue on the quantitative neture of the things written about it, but is 
only concerned with the fact thrt th: Germen editor may be trusted with 
the ch: rector and tesk of the SA, 


The legel division is still in process of being formed, On the 
other hand the architecturrl division, which likewise was newly iormed, is 
working on plans ond projects for new building designs in which the 


crertive genius of the SA will be expressed, 
THE OPZE TIONAL MAIN OFFICE 


The chief of the operrtionel main office is responsible for the entire 
orgenizetion end branches of the SA, for the education end suiteble equip- 
mont of units, and, 0t lest, for the emoloyment of the SA, 


The operetionel mrin office is subtivided into the office for orgenize- 
tion rnd employment and the office for ohvsical fitness, The latter, on 
the basis of the SA sports badges must preorre the fighting treining of the 
bodies of all Germens cepeble of bearing arms (wehrfHhisg) and rs preperation 
th-refor must organize the execution of corporal exercises (brsic physical 
training) and snorts verformenc’s, so thet the widest stratum of the pon- 
ulation is lrid hold upon and will be kept in condition to beer arns 
(wehrtüchtig) both physically end soiritual, es well as ideologicrl'y in 
charecter up to the greatest old age. 


The tasks of the orzenizetion end emoloyment office are given in its 
title, Besides this it is entrusted with the soecirl units of the Sa: 
sisnal, engineer, naval, end mounted units; it treets with the air and 
gas protection of the SA; it c:rries on the educetion of the SA in the 
sphere of catastrophe protection and prevention of damage; end as well 
as keeping liaison with all Party end public offices which come into 
consideration for these questions, 


In adlition there erises the treetment of details of clotoing end 
equipping the Sa and the regul:tions for office oleas for SA offices as 
well as the perfection of suggestions for investing certrin SA units with

stenderds snd names of heroic champions of the Movement, 
THE MAIN OFFICE FOR EDUCATION (Des Erzichungshevotamt ) 


The office of education is responsible for the entire education end 
orientetion of the SA Officers' Corps. Upon this office devolves one of the 
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tasks of greatest significance for the people, the Reichsfuehrer School, 
which consists of the Reichsfuehrer School in Munich and the Officers! 

School of the Supreme SA Headquarters in Dresden, The curricula end com- 
munity of work at these officers! schools, as well es et the 21 group schools 
end special schools, serves the purpose of cresting an SA officers! corps 
which beers the highest resoonsibility and greet capability. 


The como^r tively young officers! school of the Supreme SA heedcurrters 
in Dresden, »bove all, serves for the educetion of the intermedirte SA 
officers! coros which hrs errned its Gurlification to attend at one of 
the group schools, In this school the treining for those who want to try 
out for the SA sports bedge stends in the foreground, The soiritucl end 
physic^l treining on the fundamentals of the N-tionel Socialist's ideology 
pursues the purpose of mrring the Ss Fuehrer into e real educator of his 
troop. The threefold harmony: Soul, Spirit, and Body, which sets in unison 
for the common group capability, knowledge, end accomplishment, is an 
essential prerequisite here, Militery soort (Wehrsport), as en SA expres- 
sion of sports activity, is just as much e means to eccomclish our purpose 
as is instruction «bout the history of the Perty and the Folk, about racial 
teaching, or training es sperkers. The directions for this treining hold 
3004 for the group schools, too, which nre subordinate to the seme office, 
The work is performed in close understanding with the lender of tho group 
in whose territory the school lies, beceuse he himself Sossesses the best 
possibility of choosing his future officers, This division, vhich is im- 
mediately subordinete to the mrin office, mainteins liaison with the offices 
of Party end Stete, for which the exoerjence won in the educationel lsbor 
of the SA ere significant, Therebdy it/äßhieved thet the educetional 1rbor 
of the SA stands in full end complete unison with the lrbor of the P: rty 
end ell its branches, 


The third office, ideology and culture, counts as its assigned sphere 
culturel forms of service (Dienst gest-ltung), the cultivation of SA and 
Folk songs, end music, Directly end strictly voided is publication of 
any sort of > service plan for festive formetions, for form is not the 
deciding factor, but the spirit with which thet form is eccomolished, 


The division for scientific exploitation (Auswertung), finelly, contains 
a voluminous library, It has the tesk of eiving to every SA Fuehrer 
who desires to train himself further, information rbout tho most importent

MAIN OFFICE FOR HEALT! | 
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The mrin health office is responsible for all questions of health 
end sanitery service of the SA, Since health forms the basis and pre= 
recuisite for physical fitness, the mein health office inserts itself 
ovite perticularly into this branch of the SA service. Not only care of 
end looking after tho sick and injured belong to the accomplishments of 
health service but, above all, preventive health cere, 


In the fighting period only the sanitation service existed. It is 
being orgenized end chenged in some »rticulars :t present, Ten thousand 
senitation officers are trained and perfected in the best manner to be 
able to perform first eid rt eny time, The Reich Sanitation School of the 
SA in Tübingen represents the ground floor for entire training activity 
in the essentials of sanitation, In all regiments in the whole Reich there 
cre sanitation units ready for imnediste employment in catastrophe and srert 
accidents, The senitrtion men accompenies his comrades everywhere in the 
SA service, whether it be employment in prcperetions (Veranstaltungen), 
construction of barriers (Absoerrungen), paredes, marches with full pack, 
or in the fields of sports contest, 


Training, equioment, end orgenizetion of the sanitetion service are 
gathered together in one office, the mein office for health, Next to it 
is a second office with the tesk of health operetions and fostering of 
rrce, The men of the SA have recognized the velue of the health of a Folk, 
end bear the conviction that only & sound Folk cen be an eternal Folk, With 
this conviction they fisht for accomplishment of the directions end orders 
which enen"te from the mrin office for Folk health end from the Reich Surzeon, 
In the foremost plece ere the sanitetion men of the SA who use themselves for 
that greet goal: Purity o^ blood end Purity of Rece, 
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THE MAIN OFFIGE FOR PERSONAL AFFAIRS 


Tho exrusteeship of the SA Officers! Corps, just rs the care for 
future SA officers, is a problem not only for the members themselves but, 
fer and above, is r1lsoof the greatest significence for the Perty ani for 
the entire Nation, 


The personel affairs mein office, which is divided into three offices: 
personnel, socirl welfare (Soziele Fürsorge) courts anà justice office, 
works in permanent, animated touch with the Sa front, ‘here the ceonbiiities 
end suitebilities of the SA officers show themselves in daily emplorme te 
A continuous exchenge between this front of steff? work end asnliertion to 
educational spheres mrrks the future path of the Sa officers. His evn! 
tion results from consideration of the suitebility of the ch’rreter 
ability and knowledge, and, above all, of his service to the Movement. 
oldest veterans (Marschierer) and chempions (X¥mofer) of the Sa also r 
ceive leading positions within the branches insofar es they prove treir 
capability to do the job. 


If there exists in one way a reward for the old t-sted fighters in 
the assignment to fulfil a great obligation and a more responsible miss: on, 
then the office for social welfare takes c re thet those SA comr des w20 
were wounded in the fight for tne new Germany or wno find themselves in nee 
are looked out for. If it was imperative (vordringlich) in tae first yee 
after the seizure of power to provide a „ob generally for these men, tien, 
the problem of retraining ste ed into the foreground, In the cans of 

.Lockstedt and Falkenstein the SA gives unskilled mrngower the possibility 
of earning, in about 40 weeks, the journeymen's certificate (Gesellenbrief), 
end, thereby, the prerecuisites for an eopointment es a skilled laborer in 
industry, or, in fact, in any of those places which suffer beceuse of lack 
of such laborers, In addition to that men are retrained for mercantile 
professions and for work in administrative offices,

The same is true for the choice of settlers for those home sites which 
erise everywhere in the Reich by wey of thenks offerings. Also here ere 
old veterans who find a new home in the thenks-offering settlements elong 
side of the war victims, 


To this office come officially the personal welfare mrtters of the 

men and their families. Comrades who h’ve suffered injury et sports or 

in the service receive a cure or recuperation stry in the SA homes at “yk 
in Föhr, Hohenlychen, or Trillup tie Hamburg. The needy rre permitted 
suposrt, end, in fact, in an understanding with the Reich treasurer, the 
means of the Adolf Hitler Thanks end the Adolf Hitler Foundetion are placed 
et this office's disoosal, Above oll, however, this office interests itscl 
“$n those who were injured in the fighting period by politicrl odversarics, 
so that a permanent personel touch gives to these men the certrinty thrt 
one will never forget their sacrifice.

As third within the mrin personal affairs office the courts end justice 
office is mentioned. One task of this office lies in the fostering of 
honor and of clean behavior of the SA and the Sa Officer's Corps. For the 
clean behavior of the leadership two ehambers of discipline serve. The 
personal rights of SA men are taken care of in a p rticuler division, 


Incumbent upon the justice division, composed of professionel lewyers, 
is legal counsel to the main offices of the Supreme S4 Headquarters and 
_groups, cooperation with the remaining justice offices of the Movement, and, 
thirdly, officiel treffic with the Chancellory of the Fuehrer and treatment 
of pardon petitions of criminally convicted SA men as well as former SA 

.mewbvers, This proceeds from the viewpoint thet the SA man, it is true, 
on the one side hes an enhanced duty to the Community of the Folk; on the 
other side, however, there comes into discussion manifold economics snd 
mental after-effects of the period of the wrestling for power in the crse 
of old tested veterens of the SA which in their significance ern be fully 
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The administration of the SA, in its present standard orgenization 
and proper economic operations, represents the tool which the Chief of Staff 
uses for the solution of grert tssks given to him by the Fuehrer, Clerity 
is the distinguishing feeture of SA administrrtion in ell its many spheres, 


IN ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE 


The matters pvertrining to the oroverty right of the "SDAP end, therefore, 
of concern to the Sa, are p ich treasurer as Plenivotentiary 
of the Fuehrer. The dapusy of the Peich treasurer for the entire SA adminis- 
tration is the Reich cashier aduimietzrtor of the SA, who, without prejudice 
to his responsibility to “he Reich treacurer, is at the seme time in his 
quality os.Chief of the main administretive office, the specialist of the 
Chief of S eff for all matters which touch u»on the administration of the 


entire li." 


The large sphere of the tasks of the mein edministretive office is 
divided into three offices: æ) money economy (Geldwirtscheft), budget 
bookkeeping (Buchführung), control of finances, end eccnomics; b) things 
of value (Sachwerte), procuremen. iBeschaffungen), insurence and contracts; 
c) construction and settlement office, 


The salary of SA officers snd men who are on the staffs which are 
essentiel to the main offices is rezsuleted uniformly on the basis of an 
office plan, It is com»osed of bese pry, Quarters allowance, and increase 
for marria;e and children, Considering it from the political standpoint 
of population, the increase for children in this ideal echelon of society 

wos settled upon, 


Great frugelity which is pointed to perticularly et every ooportunity, 
is understood es e mtter of course in the Si, å splendidly working ac- 
counting and control system makes possible en exact review of the economic 
operation of all units and makes easier the immedi: ve remedy of e shortage 
of any kind. The exemination reverts, which are recmestcd by the Deputy 
of the Zeich treasurer of the uniis ere treated end mrde use of 
(ausgewertet) inne special division of the Main Administrative Office, 


The grert property values (Verdgensvwerte) of the SA, which is a 
consistent pert of the total fortune of the “SDiF, is leid hold upon 
according to number and value (stückzahl - und wectmAssig) and cerefully 
administered, Many millions flow into economy through the settlement work 
celled into being by the Sunreme SA Headquarters with the aid of the 
thanks-offering of the Fetion, The settlement work should offer to many 
thousands of needy peonle and to families, sound in heredity end rich in 
chilxen, their own homes, Aside from settlements on the edgs of town the 
construction and settlement office in the neighborhood of Aurich erected farm 
settlements with 60 to 80 rcres (Morgen) of lend, which, above all, are 
meneged by former farm leborers, Here, too, they out cattle and even crops 
at their dis»osal gratuitously, 


The many sided tesks of SA Administretion are united closely with 
those of the headquerters. Prrades snd other arrangements (Veranstaltungen), 
training, equipping, procurement, etC., cannot be accomplished without 
sterderd cooperation of the alrinistrrtion, 
THE MAIN OFFICE FOR NS-TOURN MENT 

On the 27th of November 1936 tho Puehrer decreed the following order: 
In pursuence of my proclemetion :t the Reich Prrty Day of Honor I hereby 
create for future Reich Party Days the FS-Tournsnent, The Sa is cherged 
with the preperation rad execution of this tournament, I decree thet the 
determinations necessary for execution be left up to the sugz.stions of 
the Chief of Steff of the Sa. The Reich Sports Fushrer is directed to 
cooperate with thc sports department of the Supreme SA Headquarters, The 
Chief of Steff will keep me continually informed about the measures planned. 


In order to solve organizetionally the tesks sxetched in this order 
of the Fuehrer, the mein tournement office was created in February 1937, 
As the chief of this main tournament office, the Chief of Staff eppointed the 
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Reich Sports Fuehrer von Tschammer und Osten. By this appointment the 
guerantee is given thet, in comredely cooperation with the Reichsbund for 
physical treining, the tesks set by the Fuehrer in respect to the military 
fitness (Wehrerttichtigung) of the entire nation ond the formation of a Folk 
will be solved by physical training, 
SA 

Therewith, /Obergruopenfuehrer von Tschammer und Osten holds in his 
hend responsibility for the orgenizetion and accomplishment of the NS 
Tournements, which are to be held erch year in Nürnberg during the Reich 
Party Dey as an exhibition of the achkvement (Leistungsschau) of the whole 
German people, 


Incumbent uson the office simultaneously is direction of the NS Winter 
Tournaments end Reich Contests of the SA which alse experience continuous 
enlergement, 


The main office for the NS Tournaments is divided into three offices: 
organization, military sorts (Wehrsport), end sports which from their 
titles alone indicate the limits of their soheres of work, 


IHE ADUTANT'S OFFICE OF THE CHIEF OF STAFF 
sE OE CHIEF OF STAFF 


In the adjutent's office of the Chief of Staff are treated all 
ouestions which pre proposed directly to the Chief of Steff by the offices 
of the Party and of the State, as well as by others, Next to the very 
voluminous labor of dealing with those questions ond lectures of the Chief 
of Staff on importnnt matters, the Adjutant's Office, as the personel office 
of the Chief of Staff, hes to take cere of the preperation for and smooth 
execution of travel of the Chief of Staff, Continuously the Chief of Staff 
visits the individual Groups, using in the first place eirplane, then rail 
transportation and automobile, All of the troublesome detoils, which these 
officiel trips demand, require thorough discharge so that appointments 
shall be kept and the entire program developed as foreseen, As a matter 
of course many SA Fuehrers, spending a while in the Reich capital, come in 
person to the Adjutent's Office to speek with the Chief of Staff. Various 
wishes are attended to here end many worthwhile suggestions come from the 
renks of the visitors, The men in the Adjutent's Office whose task it is 
to do their duties in the personel sorvice of the Chicf of Steff endeavor, 
in order to facilitate for him his difficult and responsible task, take 
cere of at least the pressing questions or help their follows with pro- 
fessional advice, Next to that this office has value in thet it fixes 
appointments for various official conferences of the Chief of Staff with 
leading men of the Party end State and in that it divides up the daily 
progrem according to current demends, so thrt ell work can be executed 
smoothly, It is not easy work which the men in the Adjutent's Office 

eve to perform; only the consciousness of helping their fellows in the 
broad Front everywhere in the Reich and of supporting their fight gives 
to their work a valuable subst:nco, 


SPECIAL UNITS OF THE Sa 


Engineers and Signal SA 


In the same measure that tho little Shocktroop (Stosstru»p) of the 
National Socinlist Iden grew up into an orgenizetion in whose hands tho 
Fuchrer hes laid the whole physical ond ideological education of our 
people, so in the sero measure the sphere of the tasks of tle brown Army 
of Agolf Hitler grow and received a multifornity which made necessary the 
special training of units which wero capable of continuous employment and 
highest performance within their special areas, 


First it was engineer con panies, then further, it was signol companies, 
Since the time they were established, both units, when out to the test 
have proved thet the men with "Pi " eng "Nal on the lapels of their s.rvice 
uniform are found where German humanity needs their help. If storms whip 
the waves of the seas, and masses of woter tareaten the coasts of tho Reich; 
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if downpours and melting snows swell the mountain streams so that fields, 
plains, end forms ere in danger; if fire is on the point of destroying 
the oroverty of Germen people; or if anywhere a netural catastrophe happens, 
one finds, in all the Geus of the Reich and at all times, the engineers 
end signal men among the first helpers who strike with cheer snd with 
readiness to sacrifice. Very few heve a suspicion of what takes plece in 
the hour of bitterest wrestle with the misht of Neture, but they scarcely 
think ebout the fect that these very srme nen, who perhaps geve their utmost 
during the entire night, are a few hours later going sbout their callin;s; 
and only the lesst number have a clear understanding of whet basic end 
careful training and what untiring practice was necessary in order to 
achieve a complete success in time of serious accident. And in these prac- 
tices we sce how a bridge is made at the turn of the hand, how blasting is 
executed, and can alongside the performences of the enginecrs, who work hend 
in hend with the sign^l units, see with amazement how the letter lay their 
field crbles, set uo their televhones, let the blinker »pprratus speek, end 
relay reports by bicycle riders, messenger dogs or carrier vigeons, in short, 
how they estrblish conection between the front end the st^ffs and thereby 
secure smooth cooperation, The status of treining of the men of the signal 
units is kept under constent control by the siznel certificate, This 
certificate is proof for its holder thrt his strtus of training is complete 
end excellent. It must be won by examinations for three consecutive years 
o it is finally the possession of the signal man, 


Thus there originates in those tochnicel units of the SA a trained 
crew whose crpabilities and knowledge are not the last things of extra- 
ordinary v^luo in the service for defense of the country. On one sido tho 
young SA men, who enters the Army from his branch, comes prepared with a 
multitude of prerequisites which facilitate and speed up his training in 
technical respects; while on the other side those very soldicrs, having 
served, who return out of the Army into the SA, keep themselves, by constent 
practice, in a trained condition physically and spiritually and imprrt 
their knowledge to their fellows, 


Thus they contribute a considerable portion to the enhancement of 
militery strength (Wehrkr^ft) and military spirit (Wehrgeist) of thoGermen 
people. As everywhere, the soldier of the army finds here, too, his closest 
confederates in »oliticzl soldiers, 


TES MOUNTED Sá. 


E If today in Germany the sport of riding is not as it wes in past decrdeg 
the prerogetive and effrir of a prooertied class, but a thing for cll of 
those who from enthusiasm end love of horses profess to ride, then it is just 
something else for which to thrnk the SA which has interested itself in tho 
sport of riding ^s a menns of fitting the people physically. The F ehrer 
himself by his order about the estrblishment of the NS Cavalry Corps on 
March 17, 1936, created the basis upon which first the SA Cevelry itself 
end then the German youth end above all the compulsory military duty classes 
could be led to the soort of riding. This order soon created the necessary 
org9nizstionel prereouisites, so thet at present the SA erch year is able 
to furnish meny thousands of young trained cavalrymen to our Wehrmacht., All 
those who ere 18 to 20 years of age must join the NSKK and even those in 
younger and older yerr groups may join it, who come up for cevalry end motor 
training and want to earn a cavalry certificato before their period of serriee 
in order to be »ble to serve with ^ mounted or motorized troop, 


The organization of the NSKK has its apex in the Reich Inspectorate 
for mounted snd mobile units (Reit-und Fahrwesen) who is directly subordinrte 
to the Chief of Staff and who et the same time presides over the recently 
created main office for mounted and mobile treining within the Supreme SA 
Headquarters, In this way a conceivably close liaison has been estatlished 
between both orgenizetion^, end in it at the sare time lies the foundation 
for fruitful exchenge between the SA cevalry and the NSKK, In each S.A, 
group was created the office of Group Cavalry Fuehrer, who is responsible 
to the Reich Inspectorate as his deputy for training ond organization, At 
present the S,A, cavalry has ^t its disposition 101 cavalry regiments in 
whose schools, year in end year out, young Germens who are obligated for 
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service receive the training which fits them for entrance into ^ section of 
troops which is of their own choosing, 

The NSKK hes discovered, by creation of the cavalry certificate, & 
means of fostering and requfring cavelry fitness, The cavalry certificate is 
grented only after careful testing end fulfilling essential conditions 
successfully; it requires en ell-embracing quantity of riding ability, 
Thus the cavelry certificete is a way to select and require real talent,

The "Sani" men, the sagáWetfon men of the S.A., were elready at hend 

in the fighting period if it was necessary to bring help to injured comrades, 
Endless numbers thanked the S.A, for these S.A, sanitation men of the fighting 
eriod.

In six gre: t cemps, which lie sesttered in the whole Reich, a valw ble 
work of education is consummated for many hundreds of apt persons, The 
political value of this work cennot be grasped by bere numbers and dry 
statistics, These are not decisive factors; it seems to us to be much more 
essentiel and for the justification of this formation of politicel soldiery, 
that out of the training of the Feldherrnholle Regiment, Netionel Socirlists 
go forth who shall do their pert to assure the continuation of thet work 
begun by Adolf Hitler, For this reeson there belongs in the Feldherrnhrlle

end continued supervision of the life being led are valuable, but are also

And more- 
over, if wo do not succeed this time to gain Parliamentary 
immunity for our most dangerous men, then they will all sit 
behind iron bars sooner or later. 
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pN They will also sit behind iron bars if they are in 
posscssion of Parliamentary immunity? Certainly, namely at 
that instant in which democracy decns it necessary to get 
rid of Parliamentary immunity as an act of last desparate 
self-defense. Then, when Democracy is going to slap her own 
face, and openly sets up the terror of Capitalistic dictator- 
ship, which she cxercises normally only clandestinely. But 
until thon much water will flow under tho bridge, and in the 
meantime tho champions of our belicf, clothed in Parliament- 
ary immunity, will have time and opportunity enough to so 
enlarge our battlefront that it will not be possible to 
silence us, and to throttle our public preaching without any 
noise, as Democracy presumably would like to see it. 


Something else; 


The agitators of our perty are spending carfare of 
600-800 marks monthly - in order to strengthen the Republic. 
Is it then not just and fair that the Republic should reim- 
burse those traveling expenses through a free railroad pass? 


Who of you votes for it that we further throw eway 
our own money into the maw of the Jewish Dawes railroad, 
while the Republic really yearns to help us? 


That is the start of a compromise? Do you believe 
that ws would lay down our arms on account of a freo rail- 
rond pass, we who stood in front of you a hundred and a 
thousand times in order to preach to you the belief in a new 
Germany, wo who joyously threw our lives into the teeth of 
tho Red mob dozens of times, we who fought through with you 
against all obstacles of official and unofficial character - 
do you belicve that of us, who did not capitulate to any 
edict or any terror? 


If we only wantcd to become Deputies in Parliament, 
then wo would not be National Socialists but presumably 
German Nationelists (Deutsch Nationale) or Social Democrats. 
They heve to bestow the most scats in Parliament. One does 
not have to risk one's life for it, and even our brains 
still suffice for competition with the intellectual luminar- 
ies of that party. 


We do not beg for votes. We demand conviction, de- 
votion, passion. The vote is only an expedient for us as 
well as for you. We shall set foot on the marble floor of 
the Parliament with resounding steps, we shall carry in with 
us the revolutionary will of the broad masses of the people, 
out of which we grew, molded by fate and molding fate. We 
do not give a damn ebout cooperation in building a stinking 
dung heap! We come to clean out the dung» 


One should not think that Parliamentarism will be 
our Demascus. We have shown our teeth to our enemies from 
the platforms of mass meetings and by the giant demonstra- 
tionsof our own brown guard. We shall show our teeth to 
them also in the leaden satiety of a Parliamentary plenary 
meeting. 


Vio do not come oithor as friends or as neutrals. 
Ve come as enemies. Just like tho wolf ravages a flock of 
sheep - thus do we come. Now you are no longer among your- 
selves. ind thus wo will not bring you unadulterated joy.

Hitler; I wented first of all to depict the three main points, 
beeruse they will show the type of struggle we sre waging.

Hitler: The second factor is the setting aside of nll author- 
ity and the third the pscifist spirit,the pandering to cor- 
rupt influences and the internationsl feeling in general. 

It is obvious thet the only kind of movement which could 
rise above this debrcle is one which mekes a determined 
stend against these ospects. But this ern only be a new 
movement in consideretion of the fret that all the old 
Perties were bound in theory to fight for freedom, when 

in ectusl fact since 1915, mob rule has preveiled. We had 
to take up the struggle fanatically for everything Germen 
(Deutschtum) and if necessary defend this spirit; thus our 
two-fold orgnnization. That is where our Protection Detech~ 
ments (Schutgabteilungen) origincted. They were exclusively 


m ie 
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for the purpose of protecting the Party propagande, but 
not to fight ageinst the State. I have been a soldier so 
long that I know it is impossible to allow a Party Organ- 
izetion to fight against the disciplined organizetion of 
the Armed Forces, or against the Freikorps and Police. 
When mectings are disturbed and disrupted, only then does 
the State step in and dissolve the gathering. But in this 
way those attempting the disturbence achieve their aim. 

In the beginning therefore it wes only possible to carry 
on at all, if one took one’s own steps against such a pan- 
tomimee That was the sole purpose of our Sturmabteilungen 
(Se Ae)e It is obvious that c movement of many thousands 
of people cannot be judged on the stetements of individuels.

President: I believe the Public is fully informed today of these 
occurrences. You, witness were sentenced on l April 1924 
to five years confinement in a fortress for high treason.

On no account were they to essume a militery character. 
Rather should all the S.4. serve exclusively to protect 
the movement from other Parties. All military exercises 
were forbidden and if a platoon was in possession of arms 
and one single one of them hed a weapon in his possession 
without « license then these platoons were dissolved and 
their members expelled. I did everything to prevent tle 
organization from assuming any kind of militery cherectere 
This was particularly difficult at a time when one tried 
to equal the Fescists as best one could, and because of 
the inward plessure it gives the German people, to carry 
a gun. I have alwsys expressed the opinion that any at- 
tempt to replace the Reichswehr would be senseless. (In 
en excited voice) We are none of us interested in replacing 
the Reichswehr, I have only one wish, that the German Reich 
end the Germen people imbibe a new spirit. 


4s the witness becsme more and more excited, the 
President warned him to discontinue this public propagenda 
end to confine himself to actual evidence. 


Hitler: Naturally a movement which aspires to take over the 
Stcte will bring to the forefront the ides of being able 
to defend oneself. 


We want to meke sure once und for all thet out 
of the present Germen Reichswehr € great German 
Peoples Army is formed.

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There ere thousands of young men in the Reichswehr of the 
some opinion. But thet does not mean the replecement 

(of the Reichswehr); Nevertheless we regerd the recliz- 
etion of this conception as the first essential for the 
future of Germeny. 


You could herdly attempt to cerry out these ideals, 
purely by legal meens. There is something else inferred 
in your program even if it is only between the lines. 


It would not be possible to lesd such c great organ- 
izetion es ours, if we wented to issue secret directives 
in addition to our public announcements. It would slso 
be impossible after it had been publicly announced that 
no military exercises were to be cerried out, never the- 
less to cerry out these. On questions of this kind only 
my orders ere valid. All my political opponents end the 
State can control my speeches end directives, But above 
&ll this my besic principle holds good: if a (party) 
reguletion conflicts with the Law, it is not to be car- 
ried out.

‚hen von Kahr gave a speech on thg evening of 8 November 1923 in 
»unich in the Great Hall of the 3ürgerbraukeller and all "»avarian Big 
shots" were assembled there, Adolf Hitler appeared, created order with a 
shot of his pistol into the ceiling of the room and declared the jjational 
Revolution and Dictatorship] At the same time Adolf Hitler was supported 
by the association of fighting groups = the 34, the 2und Oberland and the 
Neichskriegsflagge who stood ready for action and assembled in Munich, 
Several high Government officials (ministers) and several }arxist junich 
city officials were arrested, Kahr, Lossow, ard the Colonel of rolice, von 
Seisser, declared their willingness to cooperazc. On the same evening, the 
"irovisional ational Government" was established:

The infantry school, under the former leader of the Freikorps 
Rossbach and Lt, Robert wagner (the present governor and Gauleiter of Baden) 
placed himself unqualifiedly at the disposition of „dolf Hitler, The 
Reichskriegsflagge (under the leadership of Ernst Rohm, who betrayed the 
Fuehrer in 1934) occupied the Bavarian ;inistry of‘;ar (its banner was 
carried by today's Reich leader of the SS, Ilimmler, Chief of the Secret 
State Police, Gestapo). The Titler "shock troops", a small elite group 
from the SA under Tarty member Berchtold, occupied the building of the 
Social Democratic " unich Tost" and destroyed its machines, 


The „unich population applauded with great enthusiasm, The night- 
mare was over at last, 


In the meantime, Kahr, Lossow and Seisser, who had given Ludendorff 
their word of honor left the place of the proclotihtion. Now on the same 
night, they organized the anihilation of the National Revolution! Just as 
on the 9th of November 1918, :.arxism had given Germany a stab in the back, 
so the reaction gave the nation a stab in the back on the 9th of November 
1923. On the night of 8 November, Kahr, Lossow and Seisser alerted the 
police, pulled troops into ;i!unich and declared through radio addresses and 
press releases that their agreement in the Jurgerbraukeller was "forced 
upon them at the point of a pistol" and thus invalid, (at the same time, a 
proclomation came from the "@onstitutional Davarian Government" in flight 
toward Regensburg against the "russian Ludendorff" which was signed by 
sinister of Culture, Dr. Matt). Frick, Fohner and major Huhnlein (the 
present head of the National Socialist Motor Corps) were arrested in the 
munich Police Headquarters, Adolf Hitler was left without communication 
all through the night. Emmissaries who were sent by him did not return - 
they were imprisoned, 
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Hitler was without the least intelligence until the afternoon 
of the next day, Naturnlly, in the meantime, the betrayal of kahr had 
become known. Of the available alternatives - either to carry on the fight 
outside of ii!unich and to withdraw at first to Rosenheim, or the march 
through Munich into the interior of the city - Adolf Hitler chose the 
last in order to win public opinion and to ascertain how Kahr, Lossow and 
Seisser would react. One could not imagine that they would be so stupid as 
to fire on these insurgent people. The march began - Adolf Hitler, iuden- 
dorff and their subordinates at the front. Fatrols of police retreated 
before the parade. At tho ..arienplatz the parade was greeted by jubilant 
masses of people, at the Feldherrnhalle it was stopped by a strong cordon 
of state Police. In the later trials (see part 12), Adolf Hitler described 
the succeeding moments: "There was a carbine shot and immediately therc- 
after a salvo, Scheubner fell forward and pulled me with hin; I felt as if 
i had been hit. I tried to raise myself again, the shooting stopped, there 
were only dead around me", 


The murderous fire of the reaction against the National Socialist 
demonstration parade at the Feldherrnhalle drained the blood of the ational 
Revolution; 14 dead National Socialists and many wounded lie before the 
Feldherrnhalle, among them badly wounded the leader of the SA, Hermann 
Goering. As a result of the counter defense of the attacked National 
Socialists, the State Police also suffered 4 dead. Almost the same time dur~ 

eo the attack on the Var iinistry two men, members of the Reichskriegsflagge, 
were shot by troops which surrounded the building. The National socialists 
dead on the 9th of November 1923 were:

Adolf Hitler was not hurt in the murderous gun play, His faithful 
companion, the badiy wounded Ulrich Graf, covered him. The deadly hit 
Scheubner—Richter pulled him to the ground, where he sustained a serious 
shoulder wound which put him out of combat. He is brought to the house of 
Party member Hanifstaengl in Uffing (on the Staffelstee) by auto, 


Already on the preceding night, Kahr, who liked to call himself 
publicly "Governor of the Monarchy" had proclaimed the dissolution of the 
Nazi Party, the Neichskriegsflagge and the Bund Oberland, as well as 
authorized a prohibition of the Völkischer Beobachter. The offices of the 
NSDAP are closed, Farty,property robbed and'most of the National Socialist 
leaders (among them Bruckner, Frick, Amann, Streicher, Huhnlein, Dietrich 
Eckart) arrested as far as they had not - with the approval of the Fuehrer =- 
fled across the Austrian border, as c.g, the seriously wounded Goering. On 
the llth of November a large police detachment appears in Uffing and arrests 
Adolf Hitler.

The Hitler trial 


In spring of 1924 Hitler was dragged to court, In the famous 
"Hitler trial" (26 February to 1 April 1924) the following men were in- 
dicted besides him before the People's Court at Munich I: Gensral Luden- 
dorff, Dr. Frick, Chicf Counsellor at Court Pöhner, Lt. Col. Krickel as 
military leader of the "Kampfbund",.1st Lt. Brückner (today the Adjutant 
of the Führer) as leader of the SA regiment Munich, 2nd Lt. vagner (today 
governor and district leader of Baden), Dr. Weber as leader of the "Ober- 
land Bund", Capt. Röhm as leader of the Reichskricgsflaggc, lst Lt. Pernet 
(ladendorff's stepson). In this dramatic trial which mde all of Germany 
listen, the "defendant" Adolf Hitler became in reality the accuscr, the 
accuser against the "state" of the November treachery, the accuser also 
against the treachcrous, particularistic - mundane reaction, represented 
by the "witnesses" Kahr, Lossow and Seissur, whose peculiar wrong attitude 
came clearly to light the last few weeks and months before the "Hitlor- 
putach". We presented already a section of the trial procccdings against 
Adolf Hitler concerning this point in the last chapter Chapter 11, The 
tremendous arguments between national socialism on one side and the whitc- 
blue Bavarian reaction and the state of Weimr on the other side gave the 
trial its characteristic mrk. Adolf Hitler was doubtless the moral 
victor when he made his concluding specch on 27 March 1924, after weeks 
of trial procecdings, 


His statements about power and justice, the November fall (November = 
sturz), Bismarck!s constitutional conflicts and other historical examples 
made the inner justification of the whole court proceedings appear ina 
very doubtful light. This description of the German development since 
1918 and of the terrible conditions, in all spheres of life, into which 
the German nation had gotten through the fault of its rulurs, proved tha 
this condition was not at all a real state, was no authority worthwhile 
protecting - that, on the contrary, it was national duty to remove this 
condition. To do this duty and to save Germany from destruction was the 
only motive and the only airm of the uprising of 9 November 1923. But 
also for formal logal reasons this "indictment for high treason" was more 
than questionable - since the real men of the so-called - and permanent = 
"state coup" (Kehr, Lassow and Soisser) were not - the accused, Adolf 
Hitler proved clearly in his concluding words that it was not he who ‘put 
these mm in a difficult position ("Zwangslage"), (as was argued), but 
they had done that to the national socialistic movement (as can be seen 
clearly from the incidents described in the preceding hapter). At the 
end Adolf Hitler emphasized that the national socialists fallen on 
9 November 1923 had died for the deliverance of the fatherland and that 
the hour would come when the great decision will yot be mde, He fin- 


ished with the proud sentence: 


"May you pronounce us guilty a thousand times, the Goddess of the 
eternal court of history will smilingly tcar up the accusation of the 
prosecutor and the sentence of the court; beenuse she pronounces us free," 


On April 1, 1924 the sentence was announced: 


Adolf Hitler, Kriekel, Pöhner, and Weber were cach sentenced for 
high treason to 5 years of confinement in a fortress (whereby they were 
promised probation after serving 6 months). Frick, Brückner, Wagner, 
Röhm and Pernet were sentenced for "aiding to high treason" to l year 
and 3 months confinement in a fortress with inmediate probation. Luden- 
dorff was pronounced not guilty. 


On the very same day Adolf Hitler was transferred to the fortress 
Landsberg. In special processes still other national socialistic leaders 
were sentenced to long prison terma also for high treason, as Max Amann, ." 
Julius Streicher ‘and the present deputy of the Führer, Rudolf Hess, Also 
forty members of the shock troops ("Stosstrupp Hitler") were sentenced 
on 28 April 1924, among them the present chief mayor of Munich Karl 
Fichler and Julius Schaub, for years the constant companion of the Führer. 
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(page 134, line 3) ...... While Dr, Goebbels is speaking on ll February 
1927 in the Pharus halls before an overwhelming communistic majority, when 
the communists begin to attack the few national socialists - then the hall 
cunrds, the Berlin Sà under party member Dalucge, beat the communists into 
flight in a tough, bitter fight.

"The naned organizations represent 2 private army, & party arry, 
although partinlly without orms, Hundreds of thousands are formed into 
shock troops bound by absolute obedicnee to commnds, and particlly put 
in barrocks-Like quarters, which con and have acted like military or police 
teans. Sven without heavy weapons such groups can commit acts of biolence 
at any tine and put parts of the popuintion under the pressure of force, 
Alroady the existence of such a fighting organizrtion which forms a state 
within a state is 2 source of constant alarn for the peaceful citizens," 


On instruction of Adolf Hitlur, the disbandment was oxocutod in a 
disciplinsry manner, the SA and SS men were asked in a procları.tion by 
the Fuhrer to put themselves entirely at the disposal of the political 
organizations and to perform thiir dut; thor. in order to bring the coming 
election fights for the dict to a victorious cnd. 


The SA hod disappeared from thc strect, sure, but to belicve that 
now the n.tional socialist movement - the "state in the state" - could 
still be annihilated, was a ghas ly mistake, Becouse the development 
ripened alrcady toward a decision. 


(page 220, line 13 from the bottom) The government was helpless against 
the civil wor in Germany which took on increasingly frightful shapes, On 
lO July 1952 again bloody surprise attacks and struut battles occurred in 
all parts of the Reich -- this day alone cost 18 duad and about 200 scri- 
ously injured!

' Law for the Protection of National Symbols. 
of 19 May 1933

Section 1 


The public use of the symbols of the German history, the German

The superior administrative authority at theplace of production, 
decides whether a product manufactured in violation of Section 1 has 
been brought into the market, In such case all products of this kind 
are subject to confiscation without any compensation, 


Section 3 


The police authorities may confiscate these products even prior 
to the decision of the superior administrative authority if according 
to their judgment an offence against the inhibition of Section 1 is 
being committed, In such cases they will have to notify immediately 
the administrative authority competent for such decisions, 


Section 4 


The parties may appeal against the decisions of the superior ad- 
ministrative authorities to the Supreme Land-Authority within 2 weeks, 
The complaint does not bring about any delay of the execution, 


The Reich Minister of Public Enlightenment and Propaganda as well 
as the Land-Government above the superior administrative authority may 
demand likewise the decision of the Supreme Land-Authority through a 
representative of the public interest appointed by them within the period 
determined in Section 1.

Magnus HEIMANNSBERG states under oath: 

Before World War I, after rising from the position of Constable, I 
was Police Commissioner in Mühlheim on the Ruhr. After the war, I was 
appointed Police Major in the Prussian Ministry of the Interior. There I 
worked primarily on the nationalization of the Municipal Police. From 
1922 to 1923, I was in charge (Kommandeur) of the Security Police in 
Potsdam. In addition, I became Lieutenant Colonel and Deputy Chief of 


the Security Police in Berlin. In 1927, I was named Chief (Kommandeur) 


€ (with the rank of Police General) of this large police force. In 1932, 


when vom PAPEN relieved BRÜNING, I was forced out of office by the Military 
Commander of Berlin, now General Field Marshal von RUNDSTEDT, and sent to 
military prison where I served & short term. Police President GRECZINSKE 
was also removed and arrested in this fashion. A few days after my first 
release, I was again arrested because I had allegedly planned a "Putsch" 
against the von P4PXN Government. When the National Socialists came to 
power, I was faced with active persecution. I was arrested several times 
and also, my liberty of movement was considerably curtailed. Thus for 
several years, my telephone conversations were checked and I was shadowed 
while on the street. 

I was again arrested as a result of the "Putsch" of 1944, and spent 
three months as a prisoner in the hands of the People's Court and hence 
of the Gestapo. During this entire term, I received degrading treatment, 
particularly in that I was considered a criminal and kept in eolitary con» 
finement. 

Shortly before the Americans took the town, I had evacuated my wife 
and daughter with a three month old baby to Limburg. There after the 
occupation by Captain FOX, I was charged with the reorganization of the 
Police Adviser of the Regierungspresident in Wiesbaden. 

After the establishment of Land Gross - Hessen, in addition to my 


office as Police President in Wiesbaden, I was made Chief of Police for 
Le

the Land Gross - Hessen. 

During my activity as Chief of the Security Police in Berlin, I was 
responsible for the training and the recruiting of the entire Berlin 
uniformed police. I had the particular responsibility for the frequent 
calls on the Police to control political riots, and in this connection, 
to restore law and order. 

Politically, I belonged to the former Zentrum Party. As far as trade 
Union membership is concerned, I was a member of the Prussian Police 
Officials Union, of which I was one of the co-founders. 

Until 1928, the NSDAP in Berlin came into prominence only sporadically. 
When GOEBBELS became "Gauleiter" of Berlin, however, the picture changed 
visibly. As he admitted himself, GOEBBELS used any methods which would 
further the Party (and at any cost) whether they were good or bad. In the 
selection of his methods, he was entirely unscrupulous. He also used his 
paper "Der Angriff" as a means toward his end. The line of this activity 
was plain and simple, viz. the Weimar State was to be discredited, at any 
cost, with the population and its supporters were to be robbed of all 
dignity in the eyes of public opinion. For instance, he had a special 
column in his paper, entitled: "They lie, they lie", and he labelled as 
lies all Government announcements which displeased the Nazis. He also 
orgenized a system for disrupting political meetings of all non-Nazi 
(Andersdenkenden) groups. The so-called "Rollkommandos" were organized 
and charged with interrupting and making noise and so on, in order to 
agitate the public and make the speaker nervous. Finally, he even went 
so far as to break up meetings with "Rollkommando" raids; in many cases, 
fights resulted during which the furniture of the particular halls was 
destroyed and a number of persons were hurt. This activity of the National 
Socialists wes directed against all non-conformist (andersdenkenden) 
parties, but especially against the Communist and Social Democratic Parties. 
These so-called "Snuppel garden” (truncheon guards) were armed with black- 
jacks, brasa kmurities (Schalgrirge}, rubber truncheons (Gummischläuchen), 
walking sticks, and sume times the atiecks were carried out with empty 


bottles and beer glasses. Ge

After the "Reichstag" election of 1930, Nazi terrorism became more 
overt. From then on, scarcely a day went by when the Chief of the Security 
Police did not receive a minimum of five to ten reports, often more, of 
such riots, which were Nazi-instigated. As the date of the seizure of 
power approached, this state of affairs became eo acute that we were ob- 
liged to put the entire Police Force on the job of fighting the Nazis, 

a condition which left little time for other Police duties. 

Hand in hand with this general terrorization of the population came 
the persecution of the Jews. They (ine Nazis) hed not yet enough courage 
(nerve) to treat these people in the manner they used later when they were 
in power, but they obviovsly etrivec, not cniy to incite the population 
against the Jews, but also to make the Jews! life so urbenrable that they 
would be forced to emnigrate- PF

or instsnce, the Nationel Socialists broke 
the windows of Jewish stcres and residences, and ridicvled Jews in the 
streets in the presence cf by-etenters. It is a known fact, thet in 1930, 
I believe, Nazi groups Cestroved ^ great number of show windows of Jewish 
stores on Leipziger ttrrese. 

In order to Linder tne Police in the performance of their duty against 
them, the Nazis sent letters to Police employees and officers whom they 
disliked with threats : inmiíessl and strict punishment in the event of 
the Nazi seizure c bey aiso were in the habit of giving all kinds 
of nicznames to leading Police personalities. Thus, Police President, 
ZORGIFREL was invariatly eelled,in the Press ns well as ‘personally, 
"DÜvrzweibel" (dried onion) and the Polite Vice-President, Dr. WEISS, whose 
given nara was Beraard, wes crlled "isidor", in order to emphacize his 
Jewish origin. Miaiets: of tne interi: BVURENG andi we high pclice 
officers were contirnvouel; erred to by the torm, i unma” (Blood Hound),

clothing, e.g. in blue trousers an4 wirt» shirts. Neventheless, the Police 
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àid not relax and pursued these camouflaged groups, as soon as they showed 
the slightest connection with the Party. And this campaign was carried out 
almost always through the singing of provoking songs designed to achieve 
a clash of classes. One of their favorite songs had the following infamous 
chorus: And when Jewish blood gushes forth at the point of the knife, we 
like it all the better." They also adopted for parades and meetings the 
cry: "Perish the Jew" ("Juda Verrecke") 

The Nazis were substantially supported by unscrupulous police officers 
who were careful to conceal their membership in the Party (among them a 
major), and since they were of necessity informed of security measures and 
planned police action, they caused great damage to the State, acting as 
spies for the Party. A cars in point is that o? the Major - later Chief 
(Kommandeur) - who made vory evecial use of tne o^iicc group WICTE, named 
for him. This man. as has »:cn proved, at the vo.; arent of an emergency 
Police action against haz. riots, would deliterste'y oot tas men in his 
charge on some purposeiess asignment, in order that his fellow Party members 
might carry out their ji2-s undisturbed. If I remember correctly, WECKE, 


as a reward for his treecscrous activities, was promo:ed from Major to 


General within a year after the seizure of power by the Nazis On one 


occasion, Police Captain TOLGER - since dead - who was under him for a 
time, called his (WECKE's) attention to disturbances instigated by an SA 
group and recommended that necessary steps be taken. WECKE pretended not 
to have heard. 

Maybe it is worth mentioning that GOEBBELS would shrink from nothing, 
if he thought that a particular method had a chance of succeeding. Once, 
in order to disrupt the premiere of the film "All Quiet on the Western 
Front", he had white mice smuggled into the theater and then set them free; 
this caused an indescribable panic among the female moviegoers. 

It is my understanding that in order to sway the elections to the ad- 
vantage of the Nazis, many industrialists, who were Nazi sympathizers, did 
not shrink fron artifically increasing unemployment by unnecessary dismissals 
of workers. Similarly, as it was often reported to me, it was often custom- 


ary at the polls to falsify the votes to the advantage of the Nazis by 
4. 
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adding "No's" and blank slips to the Hitler ballots, or to perform some 
such manipulation with the object of obtaining more Nazi votes. 

In order to intimidate the voters, SA or other Nazi groups were posted 
at the polling places where they demanded in no uncertain terms, i.e. 
following the National Socialist terror principle, that the voters should 
cast their ballots only for the Nazis. 

I have willingly made the above statement which, if I remember cor- 
rectly, constitutes the essence of my Police experience in Berlin in 


connection with the NSDAP.

The Reich Chancellor called the meeting to order and stated that the 
political situation was entirely clarified, now that the "Gemeinderatswahlen" 
had taken place, 


(page 3) 


The "putting over" of the Enabling Act in tho Reichstag, by a two-thirds 
majority would, in his opinion, mect with no oprosition. 


(page A) 


The Reich Minister for the Interior pointed out that the Reichstag had 
to ratify the Enabling Act with a constitutional mejority within three days, 
The Center Party had not expressed itself negatively. 


(page 5) 


The Enabling Act would have to be broadly conceived, in a manner to 
allow for any deviation from tno clauses of the Constitution of the Reich, 
It would have to be redefined every 4 years. The Reich Minister for the 
Interior proposes approximately thc following text: 


"The Reich Cabinet will be empowered to take such measures, as deemed 
necessary for the needs of the People an? the State. This will allow for 
deviations from the clauses of the Reich Constitution", 


It is still unler consideration whether an addition to the contents 
would be advisable, in which the validity of the Enabling Act would be 
subject to the Reich Cabinet in its present form 


Now, according to the Reich Constitution, a two--thirds majority is 
required, therefore, a total of 432 delegates would have to be present for 
the ratification of the Enabling Act, if the communist vote were to be 
considered and one had to proceed on the basis of &,7 elected Reichstag 
delegates. By subtracting the number of communist delegates, the result 
is 566. Then the presence of only 378 celegates would be required for the 
ratification of the Enabling Act, He (the Reich Minister for the Interior) 
deems it preferable not to annul the communist mandate., On the other hand, 
the prohibition of the KPD (German Communist Party) is indicated, Even- 
tually, it miht well be necessary to commit to work-camps those persons 
who remain faithful to Communism 


Reich Minister Goering expressed his conviction that the Enabling Act 
would be ratified with the'required two-thircs majority. Eventually, the 
majority could be obtained, by refusing admittance to a few Social Democrats. 
Conceivably, however, the Social Democratic Party wuld abstain from voting 
for the Enabling Act. With respect to the election of the Reichstag Fresi- 
dent, the Social Democratic Party would certainly hand in blank ballots,

The Reich Forcign Minister stressed likcwise the necessity for a settle- 
ment of the flag Question by the Reichstag. In addition, he asked if it were 
not advisable to make the Reichstag responsible for the conclusion of inter-

for approval, a list of the agrcencnts.

The Reich Chancellor reported on the Conference he had just completed 
with representatives of th: Center Party. He continue? (to say) tmt he

statements, 


The Reich Chancellor continued he had just explained to the representa- 
tives of the Center, that the Reichstag could be constituted as a National

The Reich Minister for Economics and Reich Minister for Food and 
Agriculture continued that a paragraph describing the Reichstag to be a 
National Assenbly might be inserted into the draft of the Enabling Act. 


Reich Minister Goering continued that he had examined this question, 
However, he held this suggestion to be unadvisable,
